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INTRODUCTION, 




An early education to the profession of 
tlw Law, the acquirements by which might 
perhaps have been more wisely applied to 
the accumulation of pecuniary profit, than 
to the indulgence of that particular taste in 
historical research to which my time has 
been devoted,^— having strongly fevored 
my inclination to be well informed of the 
general state of property, hereditary and 
eleemosynary, wherever I have happened 
to reside, had led to my collecting many 
valuable materials relative to the founda-

effectual way I could discover to attain 
this desirable bbject, appeared to be the 
ascertainment of the true state of the pro- 
perty appropriated to such purposes, and 
thereby to expose the fraud and injustice 
by which the poor had hitherto suffered : 
but my first prospect in these enquiries 
was clouded by intimations, that all the 
influence of local poftrer and interested 
weaihh would be exerted to counteract my 
purpose, and render abortive my scheme 
to better tbe condition of the Poor, by such 
exposure. . I caught, however, some gleams 
of light through the dark mazes of error 
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and selfishness^ which I had to penetrate 
in the prosecution of my enquiries ; and 
by the many venerable remains of anti* 
quity in the town, it occurred to me, that 
some records might be found of the en- 
tails of the past munificence by which the 
Foundations of those Buildings now in 
ruins, and of others still in splendid ex- 
istence, were laid, and their benefits were 
intended to be transmitted to posterity: 
and the sight of these animated me more 
anxiously to examine and weigh the mo- 
tives of their Founders, and to compare 
those motives with the present application 
of their bounty. 

But wherever I directed my enquiries, 
I discovered, that the mouldering walls of 
the town were not in that state, from the 
waste which is the natural lot of all human 
labors : but that their decay was invariably 
to be traced, to the consumption by the 
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rich of the sustenance of the poor, and a 
greedy h^^ing together of house to house 
in dilapidation^ and field to field uncultivat- 
ed ; as if rule extended amidst starvation 
of body, stagnation of trade, and suppres- 
sion of intellect, was the circumstance most 
flattering to the vanity of feudal ambition. 

I found that no scheme of s^icultu- 
ral or commercial improvement was ever 
proposed, to excite the industry, and pro- 
mote the prosperity, of the inhabitants; 
but the chains of the. Great House by 
which the town was governed, were shaken 
over them : and their own exertions wqre 
called forth, to tie faster those fetters by 
which they were held in a state of abject 
submission to their rulers. I saw more than 
an hundred acres of land,-r-which should 
have been appropriated to the support of 
an Hospital, in which men were intended 
to recline at their ease, and in peace, in 
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their old age, after lives of labor 4nd mis-^ . 
fortune, — ^inclosed within the fiftk: of the 
Park of the Patrons of tbi& Boffou^, at api^ 
jfnadequate rent ; and tbejfew pcior.parsQius 
admitted iato that splendid asylum, aean-. 
tily provided for : i saw ia twiy street o^ 
the town some bouse, and in every pwrt off 
the fields some portion of. land, which 
ought, to tbe ftiHest extent :t)f it» ptoiuce, 
to beappropciated to tbs suppofftql.tlwr 
poor and needy, yielding a profit, feqaeeze^ 
out of it, by intermediJite tenawsy j..b«tw«e» 
the actual occupier and the ioaotittcdw^ obrt 
jects of the bowtnty of the d<DtiGtr, arid ^^etrr 
Vile agency employed tx> gDMp,: by threat* 
and fifowns, at everything th&t,0lt^t.to lito 
freely liet for tbe g^ral .acconamodMli^w 
and cofnrenience of tftn pobHcy to iMfsy iMft 
this miserable system of sufo^ten^ney;. • ; 

Thus poireirfuBy cHcited, and -tlfter 
x^uch research made; and many docnuDtats 
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illustrative of the subject procured ; a con- 
siderable progress was made at the press, in 
this work, (nearly 200 pages being worked 
off,) when it was suddenly interrupted, by 
other engagements of the printer, and af* 
teiwards further obstructed in its pro* 
gress by engagements of my own ; and 
from these and other circumstances, a con-* 
siderable delay has occurred. Exertions 
have, however, been made in the mean time 
to counteract those abuses^ which Ind first 
called me into action : znd I am persuaded 
the reader will find in this work^ a satisfaco- 
tory explanation of what was said in certain 
Resolutions entered into on the 1st of Aprils 
1809> on the subject elf Public Charities ( 
for I will nevar basely .inculcate s^itiments 
to others, that I would shrink firom publicly 
avowing as my own : and tbooghsome per-t^ 
sons have thought proper to attribute the 
May in the publication of the following 
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pages,-— ^hich contain the Hkiory of the 
Foundation and Endowment of Cbaritahk In^ 
$Htkdiom in Stanford^ — to a fear on my patt 
of their resentment, or their aogry revenge 
of those exposures which they would prefer 
to have suppreMied : yet they have estimated 
my motives incorrectly : for I have sought 
for no information from personal animos^ 
ity to any man. I have neither labored to 
flatter the vanity of one man, or offend the 
feelings of another* The public good, and 
that alone, has be^i the object I have had 
In view. And the progress, which has been 
xnade, since this work first went to preasj 
towards the correction of the abme ofWeiis^s 
Charity^ by a regular course of proceedr 
ings in Chancery, the account of which 
Charity was printed off, as it appears 19 
this work, before those proceedings were 
commenced, will bear evida»:e tl»t th« 
chaises in the following pages, as to that 
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Charity, were not made lightly or frivo- 
lously. 

Under these circumstances^ I now lay 
before the, public this work, in which ac-t 
curacy has be^i studiously and actively 
sought for — nothing is wilfully misre[>ie* 
seiJ^dn^nor any thii^ surtfully suppressed ; 
and I trust I may, without unwarmntafole 
selfishness or Ostentation, lay some claim 
to the approbation of my labors, on those 
Jnhabitante of the Town of Stanford, who 
sincerely wish to see flagrant abusas cor«* 
rected ; — on the Poor of Stanford, who 
will be immediately benefitted by tl^ cor- 
rection of those abus^ ;-~on those Parents^ 
who inay find the expenceof the^ucation 
of their Childi«n lighto)^ by legitimate 
sources of public revenue ; — on those Chil^ 
dren, when ariived at maturer years, and 
reaping the full harvest of early mental cul-^ 
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tivation ;— ^nd dn the Public in general, ft>i* 
having done for one place in England, a 
service which I wish others to imitate, in 
other parts of the kingxiom where simi- 
lar opportunities may offer, aixd where si- 
milar grievances are now in existence.— - 
Aixl tl^se claims are made, with a due 
sense and a jiist estimation of the sub«» 
siantial and efficient services, performed 
towards the attainment of those objects 
for which this work is published, by the 
liberality oi ^i^ Members of the Society^ 
estaUished on the 26th of December, 
1809, at Stanford, for the reform of the 
variom abuses of Charitable Institutions:-^ 
•and with a confidence, that, by the stea- 
dy perseverance of that Society, in the 
good work which they have undertaken, 
the success with which their endeavours 
haye sJready been ^attended, will excite 
other well-disposed persons to an active 
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support of the cause, until the rights of 
the poor are completely rescued, from the 
the hands of their oppressors.

Preliminary to the Notice of the exist- 
ing Foundations in Stanford, for the edu* 
cation of the Poor and the cultivation of 
Learning and Manners,— ^it may not be 
amiss to take a brief survey of such literary 
establishments as it is said to have boasted 
formerly, but which have now no other 
existence than in history or in fable. 

B 
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Tradition informs us, — that, 863 years( 
before the Incarnation of Christ, Bladud 
King of the Britains, a great philosopher, 
commenced the establishment of Schools 
at Stanford^ in imitation of those of the 
Athenians ; and drew together the most 
learned men in philosophy: from which 
time the learning of the Heathens flou- 
rished there, until Lucius King of the Bri-- 
tains, about the year 192 of the christian 
2era, being converted to Christianity by 
Eleutherius, Bishop of Rome, exploded the 
profession of the heathen philosophy : — and 
that, afterwards, Stanford became equally 
eminent, as a seat of christian learning, until 
the introduction of heretical opinions led 
to the dissolution of its University, by the 
authority of a decree of Pope Gregory the 
great.* And John Hardinge, a poet, or 
an historian, of the fifteenth century (for 
he deserves either of those titles just as 
well ais the other) thus notices the claim 
of Stanford to the honor of having been 
the seat of an University :-^

Poetry, like tradition, derives, however, 
so many of its charms from fiction, that it 
is not improbable the lines of Hardinge 
were rather the Authority for this than an 
honest record of ani/ well-faunded tradi- 
tion } especially as he is notoriously known 
to have been an inventor of forgeries, both 
for the use of King Henry VI. and King 
Edward IV. the latter of whom he might 
hope would be flattered and pleased by a 
story advantageous to the reputation of £^ 
town which was one of his favourite resi- 
dences : though it must be admitted, that 
John Ross, the Warwick Antiquary, who 
lived towards the latter end of the same 
centtiry in which Hardinge wrote, and 
whosie writings are less liable to the impu-; 
tation of dishonesty, informs us, that King 
Bladud (the son and successor of Rudhudi- 
brace) who in his youth was a student at 
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Athens, brought with him thence ^ome 
very learned men, ^.nd placed them at 
Stanford, near the fens, where he founded 
an University, which continued until the 
time of St. Augustine, (who came into Eng- 
land in the year 597 y) upon whose suggjes- 
tion. Pope Gregory interdicted it, on ac- 
count of the heresies there disseminated. 
But Ross, in this instance, loses his credit 
by citing the authority of H^rdinge. 

" Post hunc regnavit (&c.) Rudhudibrace, 
(&c.) Hie eciam (^secundutri] Johafmem Hardinge, 
condidit Staijinfordiam juxta paludes ; u^i fpndayi|; 
Universitafem, qnsd continuavit ad tempora sancti 
Augustini; eujus suggestione sanctus Gregorius 
*Papa posuit earn sub interdicto, propter haereses, 
tunc, ibl emanentes. £t iste eciam, Bladud, apud 
fiathoniam balnea calida fecit, In juyentute stu- 
duit Athenis, ac inde duxit secum iiij magnae litera- 
turae viros, quos Staumfordiae reliquit."* 

In addition to these authorities for the 
existence of an University at Stanford, we 
have the Tragoedie of Bladud, printed in 
^f The first parte of the Mirour for M agis-

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trates'* (1575-— /b. 43. b.) and written by 
John Higgins^ /* who," says Peck, (very 
gravely,) " ivrote the History of onr British 
Kings;** and whose verses may, perhaps, 
be thought as amusing as those of Hardinge, 
if they do not give strength tp his evidence. 
Jn these verses the ghost of Bliadud tplls 
his o^n story : — 

'' Then was I chose king of this landtt, 
And had the crowne as had the rest: 
I bare the scepter ii^ my hande^ 
And sworde thaf all our foes opprest. 

Eke for because the Greekes did use. 
Me well in Grece at Athens late : 
I bad those foure I brought, U> chule 
A place t|iat I plight dedicate 

To all the Muses and their arte^, 
To learning's tise for evermore : 
Which when they sought in divers partes, 
At la^t they found a place tl^erfore. 

Amidst the realme it lies well nighe. 
As they by art and skill did proue : 
An healthful place not low nor high, 
An holsome soyle for their behove. 

With w^ter strjcames and springs for welles ; 
And medowes sweete, and valeyes grene : 
And woods, groaves, (quarries, al thing else 
For studentes wcale, or pleasure bene. 

When they repprtisd this to me. 

They prayde my grace that I would builde?

Amongst such testimonies, to support 
the claim of Stanford to the title of an an- 
cient seat of learning, it would be upjust to 
deny a place to the Poly-Olbion of Michael 
Drayton; whose name has obtained at 
least as high a reputation amongst topo- 
graphers as with poets : and who in these 
lines alludes to Bladud's University : — 

*' So had she those were leam'4> endu'd with noble parts ; 
As he, from learned Greece, that (by the liberall arts) 
Tp Stamford in this Isle, seemed Athens to transfer ; 
Wise Bladud, of her Kings, that greats Philosopher."—. 

Poly-Olbiofiy Song Yiii, 

and afterwards thus introduces the story 
of Stanford in his account of the river 
Welland:-^ 
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<< But, ipliant Muse ! proceed witii our new-haadled soufcei 
Of whom) from ages past, a prophecy there ran, 
(Whicfa^to lliis ominous flood much fear and reverence wan) 
That she alone sliould drown all Holland, and should see 
Her Stamford (which so much forgotten seems to be) 
Renown'd for liberal arts, as highly honoured there, 
As they in Cambridge are, ©r Oxford ever were i 
Whereby she in herself a holiness supposed, 
That in her scantled banks, though wandering long inclos'd, 
Yet in her secret breast a catalogue had kept 
Of our religious Saints, which though they long had slept. 
Yet through the christen'd world, for they had won such fame 
' \6oth to the British first then to the English name, 
For their abundant faith and sanctimony known 
Such as were hither sent or naturally our own, 
It much her genius griev'd to have them now neglected, 
Whose piety so much those ssealous times respected."

After all these authorities, it must be 
confessed, however, that Leland, speaking 
ofHardinge's account of thefoundation of an 
University at Stanford, tells us— ^' This in 
like adreme/' * And, if we descend from the 
&bulous history of those renowned princes 
Bladud and Lucius, towards times of which 
we have much more certain and accurate 
information, w* may pass through many 
centuries without obtaining another glimpse 
of this University : for though, I believe,

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the Monasteries were in this, as in eveiy 
other part of the kingdom, the earliest 
seminaries of literature, yet, if the silence 
of the Conqueror's survey may be received 
as admissible negative evidence^ there was 
not, even for some years after the middle 
of the eleventh century, a single monastic 
foundation in the town, or any establish- 
ment indicative of public provision for the 
culture of letters. 

Peck, in his Antiquarian Annals of 
Stanford, [lib. ix.) seems inclined to consider 
Henry de Hanna, Warden of the White 
or Carmelite Friars in Stanford, and Pro- 
vincial of his order in England, who died 
amongst the Carmelites at Stanford, on 
the 4th of the Calends of December, (28 
Nov.) 1299, as the first promoter of the 
establishment of Schools there, after the 
Conquest: and is desirous to have it 
thought, that the Gilbertioe School was an 
imitation of Hanna's example. It must be 
confessed, however, that Peck's opinion 
seems not to be .well supported by evi- 
dence or argument, and that the earliest 
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«utlientic notice which can be produced, 
of the existence of a School at Stanford^ 
under e regular establishment, is in the 
licence gtanted by John D'Alderby Bishop 
of Lincoln, in the year 1303, for the per-*- 
fornaance of divine Service by a Chaplain, 
either secular or regular, in the Chapel of 
St, Mary, within the manor of Mr. Ro- 
bert Luterel (Rector of Irnham) in the 
parish of St. Peter, Stanford ; which 
manor Luterel had given to the Prior' and 
Convent of Sempringham in Lincolnshire, 
of the Gilbertine order, expressly for the 
reception of scholars to he instructed in divine 
learning and philosophy/, for tJ^e augmenta- 
tion of that Convent. And it seems highly 
probable that • the Stanford Schools had, 
about or soon after the time of that foun- 
dation, attained considerable reputation : 
for, near the year 1309 lived John Re- 
pingale^ a native of Lincolnshire, and 
Friar of the House of Carmelites in this 
town, who had ta)cen a Doctor's degree 
in Divinity at Cambridge, and was '* a man 
flourishing under the encomiums of piety 
and erudition ; and one who, by the study 

c 
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of virtue, sought not his own advantage 
only, but likewise by his very learned ser- 
mons, promoted the travel of many in the 
road of spiritual perfection :'* so that it has 
been afl&tmed of him, *' that he, as a public 
professor, for several years, read and ex- 
plained the Master of the sentences, to a 
well-frequented auditory, with good ap- 
plause ; and that, in all school disputes, 
he was much esteemed for the subtlety of 
his wit, the soundness of his learning, and 
the ripeness of his judgment/' * 

At this time also flourished William 
Whetely, who has been sumamed (by 
Leland) Boetianus, from the pains he took- 
to explain the works of Boethius, He 
was a man of excellent skill in humane 
literature and liberal arts, acquired by long 
study under the best tutors at Oxford, and 
improved, by society and conversation with 
learned men, after his preferment to the 
parsonage of Yatesbery. He erected 
Schools at Stanford, for which he wrote a

book (now in MlS. in Pembroke Library, 
Cambridge ; and at Merton College Ox- 
ford) beginning ^^ Hominum natura multi- 
pliciter est'" — ^and ending, ^^ Here endeth 
the book of Boethius touching the disci- 
pline of Scholars, after this sort ordered 
and compiled by a certain Master who 
governed the Schools at Stanford in the 
year of our Lord 1309," in which he inter- 
mixed much discourse relative to Univer- 
sity customs, the taking of Degrees, found- 
ing of Lectures and other matters of Aca- 
demical Government.* 

Cotemporary with the two former, we 
find William LuUendune, Warden of the 
White or Carmelite Friars in Stanford, 
who, about the year 1315 was appointed 
provincial of that Order in England, Cy* 
prus and the Holy Land, and who wrote 
sermons, lectures in divinity, and com- 
mentaries on St. Matthew's GoSpel, which 
Leland tells us, ^' remain abundant testi- 
monies of his erudition.'' He died, as is

Cambridge ; ^ ' a person so universally 
beloved for the uprightness of his manners, 
and so remarkably knowing both in sacred 
and profane discipline, that he sometimes 
taught Philosophy, and at other tiijaes 
Divinity, as a Master and Professor in 
several monasteries of his own Order, and 
at length for his prudence and other vir- 
tues, was chosen Prior of his own house at 
Stanford/* And nearly at the same time 
lived John^urle^, a Carmelite, *'who was 
brought up a scholar from his very cradle 
and who adorned the Monastery of Carme- 
lites at Stanfopd with his profound leaf;n- 
ing,*' and was buried there, amongst those 
of his own Order, in 1332 or 1333 : f— 
and John Rodington, a Franciscan amongst 
the Grey Friars at Stanford, who was

study at Paris ; and who ^' shone amongst 
those of his own age with the titles of virtue 
and erudition/' and died (the Provincial of 
bis Order,) at Bedford, in 1348. ♦ 

After such an assemblage of men of 
eminent learning, to raise the reputation of 
Stanford as a seat of literature,and with the 
certainty that Schools had for some yisars 
been established there, it is not at all won- 
derful, that, on the breaking out of a violent 
quarrel at Oxford, between the northern 
and southern Scholars, in 1333, a great 
number of Masters and Students retired 
to Stanford, Camden says, that many of 
them soon returned to Oxford, and thereby 
checked the rise of this seminary ; and that 
an oath was afterwards provided at Ox- 
ford, that no person of that University 
should take a degree at Stanford. It 
appears, however, that besides those who 
retired from Oxford to Stanford in 1333,

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others followed them in the months of 
May, June, and July, 1334, and it seems 
probable that the influence of the Monks 
of Durham, in Stanford, might at least, be 
a subordinate motive with the northern 
men who were seceders to give Stanford a 
preference. 

The members of the University of Ox- 
ford, alarmed for their credit by this seces- 
sion, applied to the King through their 
Chancellor Robert Stratford (afterwards 
Chancellor of England) and the congrega- 
tion of their Masters, to obtain the autho- 
rity of Pope Benedict XII. for suppressing 
the concourse of Scholars to Stanford:* 
but the King imitating the example of his 
valiant grandfather, preferred the exercise 
of his own sovereign authority to the 
assistance of the Pope, (for, notwithstand- 
ing the prevalence of popish ^superstition, 
it was only under the weakest of our kings 
that papal dominion prevailed in this 
country) and on the 2d of August, in the

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8th Edward III. (1334) directed his own 
writ to the Sheriff of Lincolnshire (John 
de Trehampton) reciting that Masters and 
Scholars of Oxford had, in consequence of 
dissensions, retired from Oxford to study 
at Stiinford ; and commanding him to pro* 
ce^ to Stanford, and there to proclaim a 
prohibition for any person to study or perform 
scholastic exercises elsewhere than in the Uni* 
versitiesy on pain of forfeiting all which 
they were capable to forfeit. * 

This prohibition, decidedly shews that 
Stanford was not then considered as an 
University : though it does not appear to 
have had the effect of completely suppressing 
the Schools : for the King, on the 28th of 
March following, (9th Edward III.— 1335) 
issued another proclamation (from Notting- 
ham) by which it appears, that several of 
the Masters and Scholars, holding the pro- 
hibition in contempt, had, afterwards, 
continued to study at Stanford and to per- 
form scholastic exercises there, to the dis- 
grace of the King and the manifest disper-*

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Bion of the University of Oxford ; so that 
for the suppression of their resistance to 
his authority, he had ordered the Sheriff 
of Lincolnshire to seize their books and 
goods in Stanford ; which last proceeding 
had not had the effect of dispersing them>" 
for that the Masters and Scholars stilly 
by default of the Sheriff in the per* 
formance of his duty, continued their ex- 
ercises at Stanford as before ; and that spe- 
cial command was therefore given, to Wil- 
liam Trussel, to declare the prohibition at 
Stanford, to the Masters and Scholars 
there, and to return their names imme- 
diately to the king for their punishment : 
and in this service the Sheriff was com-i. 
manded to be assisting, with an assurande 
from the King to the. seceders, that the 
latter should have redress before his Jus- 
tices for any injury done to them at Ox- 
ford, * 

Trussel, in pursuance of this autho- 
rity, took an inquisition at Stanford, on 
the Feast of St- James, by which the foW

Sir Richard, Rector of St. George^s Stan- 
ford ; William de Everwickes, Ralphe de 
Acherche, Walter de Notyngham, John 
de Lincoln, Walter de Trekyngham, John 
de Kirbye Beliers, Sir Thomas, Rector* of 
Stanhope ; John de Twyselyngton, Hugh 
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de Suttewel, Robert de Heselbeche, John 
de Kelemershe, Philip, manciple of Bra- 
zen-nose {obsonator Eneasensis,) in Stanford, 
John de Schetlanger, John son of Gilbert 
de Foderinghey, and John son of Geoffrey 
de Bemake. * 

Besides these names, many others 
were returned, of servants and scholars 
of the lower order, who were punished 
along with them by the confiscation of 
their goods and imprisonment, and re- 
manded to Oxford, t The translator of 
Wood says H. de R. was the ring-leader 
iji this secession from Oxford, and was 
ftirther punished with ecclesiastical cen- 
sures and other grievous fines : and Peck 
seems to think his name was suppressed by 
the translator from sinister motives : J yet 
it is so highly improbable that such mo- 
tives could have existed on such a subject, 
that I should rather be inclined to consi- 
der the conjecture as trifling. 

Selden intimates, that the prohibition 
of Scholastic Exercises at Stanford was

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carried into effect by the King's presence 
on the occasion : t and if that were really 
the case, it should seem the Professors 
and Scholars at Stanford continued refrac- 
tory for more than two years after the last 
prohibition ; for we do not find the King 
at Stanford until the 3d of June 1337, 
from which day he kept his Court there 
(after his journey to York) until . the first 
of July following : * and indeed according , 
to Camden, the Schools of Stanford con- 
tinued to flourish until the rage of Civil 
Wars between the houses of York, and 
Lancaster, when the northern soldiers 
stormed and ravaged the town with fire 
and sword.

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ominus ilU mereimoniis floruit, d<Hiec aidente inter 
fiuniUfun LaneflftrenBem et Ebonu^ensem ciyili 
hdloy Bbreales milites irrumpentes caedibu3 
et incendib omnia miscuerunt.

And after the contests between Stan- 
ford and Oxford, the former appears still tq 
have been the residence of several learned 
men, though their connection with the 
Schools cannot be ascertained with cer«* 
tainty. Amongst these was John Repin- 
gale, who was living in 1359f and buried 
here : a man noticed as £sunous in his time : ^ 
and William Folville, a Franciscan, not 
uncelebrated for many titles of erudition, 
who died in 1384, and who was buried here 
amongst the Monks of his own Order, t 
But in the time of Leland, who travelled 
at the expense, and under the sanction of 
King Henry VIII. the Stanford Schools 
seem to have been so completdy neglected, 
that he appears to have barely obtained 
information of some of their names *. 
'' And by cause,'* says he, '' that a great

SEMPRINGHAM HALL. 
Pjsck tells us, on the information df 
Mr. Richard Walburge, that the Gilber- 
tine School or Sempringham Hall, is a 
house in the middle of the street called th« 
Gannoc^ where Mr, Alderman Feast for-

mcrly lived ; but gives so confused an 
account of the street called the Gannoc, 
and generally speaks so confidently of what 
is merely conjectural, that very little cre- 
dit is due to his opinion as to the scite of 
this Hall. Certain it is, that the Manor 
of the Prior of Sempringham, in which 
the Hall of the Gilbertines stood, was 
situate to, the west of the parish of St. 
Mary Benniwerk, and that the Hall was 
situate in the parish of St. Peter ; and it is 
therefore certain, in contradiction to Peck^s 
opinion, that the parish of St. Mary 
Benniwerk was not at the western extre- 
mity of the town within the West Gate : 
and I am inclined to think, that the house 
now occupied by Mr. Reesby, baker, on 
the south side of the short street rising 
towards St. Peter's Hill from the east, is 
part of the Gilbertine School. The arched 
door-way of stone, forming the entry to 
Mr. Reesby 's house, is very ancient, and 
much like the entrance to a College or 
HalK 
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BRAZEN'NOSE COLLEGE^ 
which Peck contends, is an earUer founda- 
tion than Sempringham Hall, retains its 
name to the present day. Its existence in 
an early part of the reign of Edward III. 
is ascertained, and the style of what re- 
mains of it agrees, in point of antiquity, 
with that period. Whether this was 
attached to some of the monastic foun- 
dations in the town, or an independent 
establishment, we are left in total igno- 
rance, though it seems not veiy impro- 
bable, that it was attached to the Grey or 
Franciscan Friars, from the scite of which 
it is separated by a lane only. It is situate 
on the south side, and at the east end of 
the street now called St. Paul's Street, im- 
mediately within the walls of the town ; 
but nothing remains of the original struc- 
ture more than an arched gate-way of 
stone, of very deep mouldings, supported 
by clustered shafts ; and having, until 
about two years ago, on the wicker door, 
a brazen-head, from which was appendant 
an iron ring, by way of knocker. Accord- 
ing to Wood, this College was furnished 
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with a large refectory or hall ; and Peck 
tells us he was informed by one Alexander 
Morris, (living in 1725) one of the work- 
men employed in taking down the refec- 
tory, that it was a strange wide place with 
a fire-hearth in the middle, such as were 
common in the halls of Colleges ; and that 
there were many little rooms about the 
house with stone stairs leading to them. 
It was taken down in 1668, by order of the 
Corporation, whose property it then was, 
and a new house was erected on part of 
the scite which was for some years used as 
a school of industry, land has since been 
occupied as a^ common work-house ; but 
the estate was sold about five or six years 
ago to James Hurst, Esq. the present 
proprietor. When the Hall was taken 
down, it is said the gate- way was placed 
rather forwarder towards the street. 

BLACK HALL. 

Wood informs us that *' near All 
Saints was lately standing a house of great 
antiquity, called Black Hall, belonging to 
which there was a kitchen formerly stand- 
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ing, which, in its structure, shewed evident 
marks of antiquity \* and Peck says, that 
it ^' stood north-west of All-Saints Church, 
hard-by the steeple, and was lately known 
by the name of the Talbot Inn. I think 
it highly probable, however, that Wood's 
description applied to that building, j^cing 
the south door of All-Saints' Church, 
which Peck, on the authority of Mr. 
Richard Walburge and other circum- 
stances, believed to be Peterborough Hall, 
The latter, by Peck's descriptibn, was a 
feir large room, in which Mr. RpUo, cu- 
rate of St. John's (of whom Peck was a 
pupil) kept his schooJ feast. It had a large 
window like a church-window, at the north 
end; in which there was much stained glass 
particularly a cock in two or more places, 
such as Peck had seen often repeated in 
the church of St. Martin, which was 
the Church of the Abbots of Peterbo- 
rough. It is so highly improbable, how- 
ever,*, that the Abbots of Peterborough 
should have had their Hall for the recep- 
. tion of pupils within the fee of the Lord 
of the Castle of Stanford, instead of having 

E 
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it in their own proper fee on the south 
side of the river Welland (tenacious as 
those Abbots appear to have been, of a 
distinct jurisdiction from that which pre- 
vailed in the town on the north of the Wel- 
land) that I cannot persuade myself to the 
opinion of Mr. Peck and Mr. Walburge, 
but must refer the structure called Black- 
hall, which was takea down about twenty 
years before Peck, published to some other 
connection than a dependency on the Ab- 
bey of Peterborough. 

CARMELITES' SCHOOL. 
This is said to have been on the east 
side of the^ Rectory House of St^ George'^s, 
and to have been pulled down by the Earl 
of Exeter, about the year 1720 : but some 
little of the ancient structure still remains, 
and in particular, a very small oriel win- 
dow,, now blocked up. It was the re^- 
dence of Mrs. Jane Cecil, the Lord Trea- 
surer Burghley's mother, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, and the houses on its scite are 
now occupied by Mr. Cole, Mrs. Allen, . 
and Mrs. Pilkington, 
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PETERBOROUGH HALL, VAUDEY 
HALL, *c. 

I HAVE already observed, that I pre- 
sume Peterborough Hall was in the fee of 
the Abbot of Peterborough, and on the 
south side of the river Welland ; but I have 
met with no information to ascertain the 
scite of it. There is as little certainty as to 
the scite of Vaudey Hall ; and if we are to 
believe with Peck, that all the housjes in 
the town of Stanford which bear marks of 
otiticjuity, are remnants of Colleges and 
Halls for education, the whole town must 
b^vebeen full of then^,

all obtain^ ; the which, if it should be permitted, would 
manifestly turn not only to our contempt and disgrace, but 
to the dispersion of our Uniyersity aforesaid: We, not 
willing that schools or studies should be in any manner held 
elsewhere within our realm than in the places where Uniyer* 
sitles now are; do command you, 'firmly enjoining, that you 
go personally to the aforesaid town of Stanford, and there^ 
and elsewhere within your Buliwic, where yon shall see ex* 
pedient, on our part, cause to be publicly proclaimed and 
inhibitetf^.. that none, nnder forfeiture of all things whicb 
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they are able to forfeit to us, shall elsewhere than in oar 
Uniyersities aforesaid, in any manner presume to hold stndj 
or to exercise Scholastic acts: and distinctly and openly, 
without delays to make known to ms, in our Chancery, 
under your seal, the names of those who, after tb^ procltw 
mation and inhibition aforesaid, shall be found doing to the 
contrary : for we will to all and singular who, concerning 
Tiolences or injuries done to them at Oxford, shall think 
well to complain before our Justices, there, for this purpose 
eispecialiy deputed, that they shall, as they ought, recdre 
speedy justice. Witness, the King, at Windsor, the 2d day 
of August.

TRANSLATION. 

THfi KING, to his beloved and faithful William 
Trussel, greeting. Know ye that, whereas^ lately, it being 
given us to understand, that many Masters and Scholars 
of our University of Oxford, by color (as it is said) of cer- 
tain dissjensions in the University aforesaid, Jately raiscdy 
aiid by other colors, pretended withdrawing themselves froto 
the same University, did settle^ themselves at the town of 
Stanford, and there presume to hold study and to exercise 
Scholastic Acts, our assent or license not at all obtained; we 
c<9mmanded our Sheriff of Lincoln, that, as well in the 
aforesaid town of Stanford, as elsewhere, within his bailiwic, 
where he should see it to be expedient on our part, he should 
cause it to be publicly proclaimed and inhibited, that non'e, 
under forfeiture of all things which they were capable to 
forfeit to us, should elsewhere, than in places where Univer- 
sities exist, presume in any manner to hold Study, or to cxer* 
ciise^ Scholastic Acts : and afterwards, understanding that 
certain as well Masters as Scholars, not regarding our afore* 
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said proclamatioa and inhibition, bat rather cofitMiaiag 
the:8ame, had held Study in the said town of Stanford, after 
sneh proclamation and inhibition, and had exercised Scho- 
^lastic Acts there^ in defiance and disgrace of ns, and to the 
manifest dispersion of our University of Oxford ; we again 
-gave command to our Sheriff aforesaid, firmly injoining, 
that he should proceed to the said town of Stanford, in his 
proper person, and strictly -on our part inhibit to the said 
Masters and Scholars there being, not to presume to hold 
Study there, or to exercise Scholastic Acts^ under forfeiture 
to us, of all they were capable to forfeit ; and that, if any 
of them, after our Inhibition by him so roadej should be 
found doing to the contrary, then, without delay, to seize 
into our hands, the books and other goods of those persons 
found in the town aforesaid, and the same, without injury, 
safely to cause to be kept, until we should think proper to 
give further command ; and, now, it is given us to under- 
stand, that the Masters and Scholars in the said town of 
Stanford, after our aforesaid Proclamation and' Inhibition, 
exercise Scholastic Acts, and do not desist to exercise them 
daily; and that the said Sheriff hath not executed our aiore^ 
sud mandate, according to the form and force of the same, 
• as he ought ; wherefore we are (not causelessly) very much 
displeased and angered; vre, not willing such doings to pitss 
unpunished through artifice, have assigued you, on our 
part, to m^ke such like Inhibition to the aforesaid Masters 
and Scholars, dwelling in the aforesaid town of Stanford, 
viz. that they presume not to hold any Study there, or to 
exercise Acts Scholastic, under the forfeiture aforesaid ; and 
to certify us, distinctly and clearly, with all the expedition 
you can use, of the names of the Masters and Scholars who, 
^ter our aforesaid Inhibition, by yon made to them, shall 
be found doing to the contrary ; so that, for their punish^ 
ment in this part, we may further cause to be done, what. 
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hf the adrice of oiur Council, sball seem ax|)odieQt : tadi 
therefore, we command you, that you peraoaally proceed 
iQ the aforesaid town of Stanford, to do 'and faifil all and 
iungalar the premisses in form aforesaid. We hare also ^ 
:f^Ten command to our Sheriff afojesaid, that he. assist^ . be 
r^y and attendant to you in doing the prembsesi: For we 
will to all 'persons and to erery person concerning yiolbvLces 
or injuries done to them at the town of Oxford, speed j 
jtistioe before our Ju8<tiees there, on the complaints tiiey are 
willing to. make. In witness whereof, &c. Witness^ the 
King, at Notyngham, the 28th day of Maroh^ 
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THE FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL, 



WilliawtRadcliffb., of the Borough 
of Stanford, who had serred the office of 
Alderman, (in those days the Chief-Ma- 
gistrate of the town, and head of the Cor- 
poration,) in 1495, 1503, and 1512, and 
died about the year 1530 ; made provision 
by his Will for the establishment, in the 
town of Stanford, of a School, in which 
Poor young Children and Infants should be 
taught freely in Learning and Manners ^ iipith^ 
out Salary or Reward from their Parents^ 

The pious diesign of the Founder was 
ratified by an Act of Parliament in the 
reign of King Edward VI., (1548) which 
vests the estates, given by the Founder^ 
in the Alderman of Stanford, (who ha/i 
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been by subsequent charters converted into 
9 Mayor) and his successors for ever ; *' to 
the intent that he shall find an honest, able, 
and sufficient learned Man to teach freely 
within the same town of Stanford all such 
Scholars as shall from time to time resort to 
the School-Chouse, for teaching such Scholars;** 
and shall pay the profits of those Estates 
to the Master ; which Master shall be ap- 
pointed by the Alderman (now Mayor) for 
the time being, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Master of St. John's College, 
Cambridge. And the Act of Parliament 
directs that the trade, form, and manner cf 
instructing and teaching to be used within 
the School, shall be allowed and approved by 
the Master of St. John's. nr 

By a Charter of King Charles II. all 
manner of goods, grants, demises, and 
other powers, interests, and authorities 
whatsoever, concerning pious or charitable 
uses, which before were vested in the Al- 
derman of Stanford, are thenceforth vei^ted 
in the Mayor, Aldermen, and capital Bur- 
gesses, and under that authority, the 
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Mayor for the time being has since as- 
sumed the management of this Trust. 

It is impossible for any one who will 
give a patient perusal to the Act of Par- 
liament, (of which an exact copy will be 
found in the subsequent pages) to discover 
the slightest ground fot presuming that 
the Education of poor Children in this 
School, was intended to be confined to 
their instruction in the Greek and Latin 
languages ; for the direction of the Foun- 
der, (as it is stated in the Act of Parlia^aent) 
is, that they shall be taught in Learning and 
Manners ; wJiich it would be absurd to con- 
fine, by any forced construction, to the 
Latin and Greek languages, when it 
is considered that those who are the 
direct objects of the Charity are poor 
young Children and Infants, whose ParenU 
are unable to keep them at School; to 
the greater {)art of whom, an education in 
the Greek and Latin languages would ul- 
timately render no sort of service ; and who 
must at any rate require an humbler course 
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ef Education^ in their natire tongue^ pre- 
paratoiy to what are considered as loftier 
academical pursuits, even in such cases 
where the dawnings of genius might open 
a prospect of their advancement to a more 
elevated rank in Society, 

The yearly Revenues of this School 
appropriated to the support of the Master, 
were for some years before, and up to Lady- 
day last, upwards of £260^ and from that 
day are upwards of c£360. The popula- 
tion of the town of Stanford is more than 
four thousand souls. The education in the 
School is almost entirely confined to the 
Greek and Latin languages. The num- 
ber of Children now educating on the 
eatablishment, (including a Son of the 
Master,) is only sixteen^ The Master's 
attendance does not exceed two hours 
and a half in each day ^ And, notwithstand- 
ing the express injunction of the Founder 
to the contrary, entrance money is de-/ 
manded by the Master from the Parents at 
the admission of the Children. 
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Besides tKe provision for the support 
of the Master of this School, there are 
eight Scholarships in Clare Hall, Cam- 
bridge, founded by Thomas Earl of Exe- 
ter, in 1613, to which the Scholars edu- 
cated in this School have a preference be- 
fore others of equal merit : and Mr. Tho- 
mas Truesdale, of Stamford, by will, in 
1700, left of'SO, the interest of which is 
to be applied by the Mayor of Stanford td 
the use of free-born Schplars belonging to 
this School, and going thence directly to 
the University. 

The stranger, who, reading these state- 
ment3, compares the number of Children 
sent to this School with the population of 
the town, and looks at the ample provi- 
sion for the support of the Master, must na- 
turally conclude that the town of Stanford 
is a place where Education is sunk into the 
lowest degree of contempt ; for, though he 
would have no difficulty to discern that 
those Parents whose Children are the pre- 
ferable objects of the Charity, are discou- 
i-aged from sending their Children — as well

by the hea^y demand of ^trance money, 
|md the persuasion tbat the Education there 
imparted will be of no real or sul^tantial 
benefit to their Children, according to tl^eir 
rational prospects of future life — as by a con- 
viction, of which the dullest of themniust be 
susceptible, that the short time of the Mas- 
ter's attendance must be extremely defective 
$ts to that discipline which is essential in eve- 
ry class of Education ; yet no thinking man 
can reflect without astonishment, on the 
frigid indifference with which the Mepi- 
bers of the Corporate Body, united for 
the good government of the Town, and 
the preservation of tjie rights, and promo- 
tion of the real interests of the inhabitants, 
have for xt long time, permitted in silence, 
the strange perversion of the bounty of the 
liberal Founder of an Establishment so 
capable as this is of bqing rendered of ex- 
tensive public benefit. 

I am bound to acknowledge it has 
been intimated to . me that the trade^ 
form, and. manner of instructing and t^ach^ 
ing, to be used within the School, mw^f be 
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Allowed and approved by the Master of St. 
John's. This hint is, however, far firom 
ireakening any observation I have i^ade.; 
for I am firmly persuaded, that no Gentle- 
man will ever preside in the College of St. 
John, who would prescribe a trade, fonn, 
and manner of instructing and teaching, 
that would be useless to a great m^ority 
of the real objects of this Charitable Foun^- 
dation ; and, by that means, convert its re- 
venues into a sinecure provision for the 
benefit of any person who should happen 
to be a fevorite of the Mayor of Stanford, 
when a vacancy shduld occur in the ofHce 
of Schoolmaster. And J am sure that no 
Court of Equity would directly authorize 
any Master of St. John's, (if he were so in* 
clined,) so grossly to abuse his authority » 

It is also incumbent upon me to notice an 
observation which I have received on the 
eighth Article of the Resolutions, in which 
Article it is stated, ^^that less than one tenth 
of the revenues of this School would more 
than remunerate an able Master for the edu^ 
cation of tl^ Scholars now instructed there. 
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cither in that line of instnlGtion which is 
now pursued in it, or in such as, consis- 
tently with the evident intention of the 
Founder, would be more advantageous to 
the public, according to the habits and 
manners of the present age/' That Ar- 
,ticle has been censured as an exaggeration : 
9nd as I am not aware of any better mode 
of ascertaining the value of labor than its 
average price in the neighbourhood, I beg 
leave to answer what I consider as an errone- 
ous censure, by observing, that the majority 
of Schools, within 30 miles of Stanford, 
for instructing such Children as are the 
proper objects of this Charity, do provide 
for their education (the numbers educated 
being duly considelred) at less than one 
tenth of the sum received by the Mas- 
ter of Radcliflfe's Charity School in Stan- 
ford, for the sixteen Scholars under his 
€are. 

It is far from my intention to insi- 
nuate that the abuse of this establishment 
has originated with the present Master, or 
\v2^sjirst countenanced by the present mem- 
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bers of the Corporation : as we find, that 
even in Howgrave's time, (who published 
in 1726) the intention of the Founder was 
-strangely misunderstood, if his bounty was 
not shamefully perverted ; for Howgrave 
speaks of the residence of the Master as 
magnificent, and fit for the reception of 
the sons of Gentlemen of distinetion / Good 
Grod, what a mockery ! With what regard 
to morality could ge ntl em en of distinction 
«ehd their sons to absorb those benefits 
which were devoted to the use of the chil- 
dren of the indigent ? Or to what purpose 
was a magnificent abode provided for the 
instructor of poor in^Eints ? It is enough 
that the confidence of the Founder has been 
abused. The perversion of his design 
cannot be sanctified by the slumbering ac- 
quiescence of careless Guardians. 

I mean not to depreciate the talents or 
the learning of the Gentleman who presides 
as Master over this Establishment ; but 
I contend and insist, that his learning and 
talents are misapplied, and that the reve- 
nues of the School are wasted, if the poor 
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Xhildrgp and.In|ant8 of the town, M^ho, a6- 
Qotding to. tjie true interpretation of the act 
of fQUndatiOn^ ought to be instructed in 
useful kaming, are brought up in igno- 
IWice ; M^Jiil^t he is instructing on the foun^ 
.dation, in. the d^ad languages^ a few chil- 
dren of the more opulent inhabitants^ and 
is enprmou9ly paid for Jiis labor. 

But that I may not be supposed to at^ 
tempt an unexs^mpled innovation, in insist-- 
ing that the practice of this Establishment 
requires correction, *'in the trade, form,. and 
manner of instructing and teaching/M beg 
leave to call the attention of the public, and 
especially of such of my readers as are 
more particularly interested in this ques- 
tion, to the reforin which has tak;en place in 
a School at Ashby-de-la-Zouch, in Leices- 
tershire, founded by Hengr, Earl of 
Huntingdon, in 1567f ^^ for instructing 
youth in good manners, learnings know* 
ledge, and virtue.'* This, like the Free 
School at Stanford, for a long time en* 
joyed the nick-name of the LATIN 
aRAMMAR SCHOOL. Its revenues. 
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issuing out of houses anidlarids, were somis 
years ago about o^70 per annum^ and the 
instruction in it was confined, or nearly so, 
to the dead languages, and was of littlest 
no use to the inhabitants of Ashby ; htii 
of late, upoii a considerable increase of it| 
revenues, at the falling in of old leases, the 
trustees, with the concurrence of that dig- 
nified representative of illustrious ancestry, 
and distinguished ornament to real nobility, 
Francis, Earl of Moira, the Patron, hav^di- 
rected a change of discipline in that Estab- 
lishment, by which the substantial design of 
the Founder is paore effectually promoted, 
and real benefit is derived to the objects of 
his bounty ; for, in addition to one Master 
to teach the classical prdead languages, as 
was the case formerly, there are now three 
others appointed, who give instructions in 
the English language, and in writing and 
arithmetic. 

This is an example werthy of being 
imitated at Stanford ; and I sincerely wish 
it may operate to produce, amongst us, ef- 
fects as exemplary to others, I adduce it be- 
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cause I have heard many persons in Stan- 
ford declare that attempts have formerly 
been made to procure a more useful dis- 
pensationL of instruction in Radcliffe's 
School than that which is at present 
practised^ and that they have failed of 
success, because they were incapable of 
receiving support from any course of pro- 
ceeding at law or in equity. This erro- 
neous opinion it is my earnest wish and 
anxious hope to eradicate ; and in its place, 
to fix a firm persuasion in the minds of 
those who are more immediately inter- 
ested, that a vigorous exertion of proper 
means will indubitably crown their efforts 
for the reform of a mismanaged^ Institu- 
tion. And I wish to impi-ess upon them, 
strongly, that, the poorer the Parents are, 
whose Children are presented to this School, 
the fitter objects are those Children of the 
benefits of the Foundation ; and that the 
advantages of it should be extended from the 
poorest class upwards, until there be as 
many Children on the Foundation, as the 
Revenues will remunerate sufficient Mas- 
ters for instructing. 
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Before I submit to the reader the 
documents in support of these state*^ 
ments^ it may be proper to take some 
notice of the manner in which the let- 
ting of the School Estates waa con- 
ducted^ at the general auction, on t^e fifth 
of April last. Oh that occasion, Mr- 
James Torkington, Attorney at Law, in 
the presence of the Mayor, orally ex- 
plained the conditions of letting the Es- 
tates, which conditions had not been pre- 
viously made known to the public ; and 
which, apiongst others, consisted of an en- 
gagement that each lessee should, besides 
bearing the expense of a lease and coun- 
terpart, find sureties for the performance 
of the covenants in the lease, to the satis- 
faiction of the Mayor ; and should, with 
such sureties, enter into a bond by way of 
collateral security, for the performance of 
those covenants. This condition appeared 
to me objectionable : first, because dollar 
teral bonds were not necessary to secure 
the payment of the rents, or the repairs of 
the estates: secondly, because the reser- 
vation of a control, as to sureties, placed 

H 
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in the Mayor, an undue power of extort- 
ing from one person unreasonable surety, 
and of giving indulgence, in that respect, to 
others from partiality ; and might thereby 
destroy the fair and equal competition 
which was the real object of the auction : 
thirdly, because the collateral securities 
were an aggravationof the enormous neces- 
sary legal expenses attendant on preparing 
these leases, by imposing upon the tenants 
the expense of Stamps for collateral securi- 
ties : and, lastly, because whatever may add 
unnecessarily to the expense attendant on 
taking the leases, is a direct injury to the 
charity. But remonstrance on this sub- 
ject wais of no avail ; and it now appears, 
that, besides other charges, of an unjustifi- 
able nature, made upon the lessees for pre- 
paring tfieir leases, a charge of one guinea 
has been made upon each lessee for affix- 
ing to his lease the seal of the Mayor, for 
whose trouble, as a trustee, nothing should, 
by any person, in any «hape, or under any 
pretext, be taken. And it ought not to 
be forgotten, that whilst «uch extraordi- 
nary precautions as are here noticed^ have 
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been taken, to guard the estates in the 
hands of the tenants of the School against 
dilapidations, the Sqhool-House is per- 
mitted to sink gradually into a ruinous 
state. 

If, by the exposure of the long pre- 
valent abuse of this establishment, a sense 
of public duty shall (without a course of 
coercive proceedings) be awakened in those 
who have profited by, or connived at, a 
gross neglect of the public interest ; and if 
the poor should be thereby excited to avail 
themselves of those advantages which their 
Patron provided for them, and which they 
are now exhorted to reclaim, I shall reflect 
on th? pains I have taken on this subject 
with sincere pleasure. And with the fol- 
lowing documents, in vindication of the 
justice of ray observations, I rest my title 
to the approbation of the public, as the 
author of the eighth article of the Resolu- 
tions entered into in April last.

persons, haying Children, be not able to keep the same to 
School, therefore William Radcliffe, of the tourn of Stam. 
ford, of hii godly zeal and £Ood mind, int^ding to fonnd 
and erect within the same town, one School wherein such 
poor young Children and Infants might be freely taught 
in Learning and Manners^ without taking any Salary or 
Reward of the Parents of such poor Scholars ; the suae 
William Radclifie, by his last will and testament, willed, 
that his feoffees, which were then sdzed of all his lands, 
tenements, meadows, leasows, pastures, woods, waters, 
Tents, reversions, and hereditaments in Stamford afbresaidy 
shpnld, immediately after his death, find an honest md 
able person, being learned, to teach Scholars, within 
the said town of Stamford, freely^ without taking of 
any Reward of the same Scholars or their Parents for 
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the same^ And, for the pains of sncb School^nuuter, wett 
andtrnlj to paj to the same Scbool-master the yearly pro* 
fits of all his said Lands in Stamford. 

<^ And fnrther willed that his said feoffioes or execotort 
* should, within one and twenty years after his death, obtain and 
get the king's majesty's licence for the admortisment of the 
mud lands to the use aforesaid; and if it should fortune the 
said feoffees or executors not to obtain the said licence, with- 
in the said time of one and twenty years, that then his execu* 
tors should sell the same lands and employ the money thereof 
coming, to such deeds of charity as to them or the surviTor 
of them should seem most expedient. And, forasmuch as 
it is about seyenteen or eighteen years since the death of 
the said William Radcliffe, by all which time there hath 
been an able and learned Schoolmaster, which hath taught

" And be it also enacted by the authority aforesaid, that 
the Alderman of Stamford aforesaid, for the time being, 
with the advice and consent of the Master of the college 
of St. John the evangelist, in Cambridge, for the time 
being, shall name, direct, assign, and appoint, from time to 
time, as often as need shall require, such an able, learned 
person to be Schoolmaster there, as^ shall be apt and meet 
for the same; and also shall have power to remove and put 
out any such Schoolmaster there, for lack of due attendance, 
or other reasonable cause, and shall nominate, assign, appoint, 
and place any other such learned man, as shall be thought

William Ratcliffe, Esq. (haying been Alderman of 
Stamford four times,) in Anno Domini 1530, gaye all his 
messuagds, lands, and tenements, in Stamford, for the per. 
petual ^laintenance of a Free Grammar School in that 
town, which land (as it stands) for the present improyed, 
yields to the Head Schoolmaster and Usher j630 per an. 
num, or thereabouts; for. the augmentation of which sti- 
pend, William Cecill late Lord Burleigh gave (or pre- 
tended to giye) £A per annum to the said School^ for ever 
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ifsuing out of adepopuMed town near Siatttford^ called 
Pickworih ; * but in regard the heirs of the sud Lord Bi»* 
Idgh, when thejr let the last leases of the said Manor of 
Pickworth, for the better adTancement of the Fines, pre* 
tended to the tenants that thej should hold their Fanm 
Tithe free, bnt'no sooner were their leases made, sealed, 
and delirered, when as the said heir presented a Chaplain of 
his own to the Parsonage thereof; the same haying neither 
town nor church standing, only the ruins of both appearing; 
so that the Parson makrag good the title and tidie from the 
tenants ; they hare ever since refused to paj the said sB4 
per annum to the use of die said School." 

* I have not at yet been able to learn by what legal instrnment (if 
any) this rent charge was secured to the support of Raddiffe's School : 
but there has certainly been most unpardonable negligence on« the 
part of the Corporation of Stanford in permitting the claim so long 
to haTe continued dormant.

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The pimple iaterest on Mr. Truesdale's Donation from 
1785 to the present year 1809, being twenty.four years, 
would, at the same rate, amount to j^60, making with the 
sum inarrear in 1785, the sum of j6 95. And it is surely right 
that the public should receire, from the Corporation, the 
most explicit and satisfactory information as to the manner 
in which that interest has been applied, and the securitif on 
which the principal money is deposited: for all endeaTours 
to evade inquiry on the subject will naturally raise and 
fairly justify suspicion that the confidence in this respect 
placed in the Corporation, was ill-deseryed. Some part of 
this money is said to have been paid to the Rer. William 
Waters, Rector of Dunsby, formerly a Scholar of this 
School : but without a public account of the application of 
this money, what security is there for its fair and equitable 
management ?

Edward Wells of Stanford, Shoe- 
maker, by his Will, made in 1604, gave 
to the church and parish of All Saints in 
the town of Stanford, his freehold dwel- 
ling-house, with the lands and apperte- 
nances: In trust, ^^ that the yearly rent 
and benefit arising thereof, should be feith- 
fully and duly employed towards the main- 
tenance of a Petty School within the said 
parish; for such children as should he poor 
and free-born within the said totvh; to the 
full and complete number of so many as the 
rent of the said house and land should discharge 
their teaching for ; for their virtuous educa- 
tion and bringing up in the fear of God, good 
literature and means. '^ 
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The property thus devised, consists 
of a messuage,^ malt-house, out-buildings, 
garden and appertenances, in the united 
parish of All-Saints and St. Peter, in 
Stanford, on the south side of the street, 
between St. Peter's Hill and St. Peter's 
Gate ; being in length of front, on the 
north, about one hundred and eight feet, 
two inches ; and on the south, towards the 
Back-lane, sixty-one feet, ten inches ; and 
being in length, from St. Peter's-Street to 
the Back-lane, one hundred and twelve 
feet and one inch ; with three acres of land 
in the open fields of Stanford ; the whole of 
which property is now occupied by Mr. 
Richard Turnill, ^t the yearly rent of ten 

pounds; but is now of the. yearly value of 

Jifty pounds y or thereabouts. 

This estate was let at .^3. lbs. per 
annum, until the year 1785 : and Richard 
Turnill, father of the present tenant, 
having then a lease of it, from some former 
Vicar and Churchward,ens of the parish of 
Allr^Saints, for forty years, from the 21st 
December 1752, obtained on the 22d of 
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July 1785 — as well in consideration of the 
surrender of that lease, as under pretem^e 
that divers sums of money had^ thfen lately, 
been laid out and expended, by hiiii, ia 
repairing the malting-ofSce and out-build- 
ings belonging to the premisses ; ind alsd 
in consideration of the sum bf one hundred 
pounds and upwards, to be then, forth- 
with, laid out and expended by him in ii6- 
pairing and improving the premises — a 
new lease of the Trust Estate, from the 
Rev. Thomas Hurst, then Vicar, and 
Morley Hodges, and John Edgson, then 
Church- Wardens of All-Saints, from the 
21st of Decetober then next, (1785) for 
twenty-eight years, at the yearly rentof tert 
pounds ; without any covenant being en- 
tered into by Tumill, for the faithful ex- 
penditure of the hundred pounds upon the 
preniises. 

This letting (to Tuniill .the father) 
was, (though it setiously concerned the pub* 
Ifc,) a private transaction : and it itaay safdy 
be asserted that such a mode of letting the 
property of a public charitable trust is not 
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justifiable on any equitable principle ; and 
that it would be liable to soine euspi* 
cion even in a case where it inight possibly 
be shewn to be advantageous to the inte- 
rests of the charity : but in this transaction^ 
where no engagement was made^ nor any 
security given, for the expenditure of the 
money declared to be a part of the consi- 
deration for the lease ; where no plan was 
laid down for the expenditure ; and where 
even the complete fulfilment of the appa- 
rent intention of the parties must have 
been injurious to the interests of the Cha- 
rity ; the contract must be considered as 
vicious in principle, and therefore was com-* 
pletely indefensible :' for even admitting^ 
for the sake of argument, the validity 
of the lease held by Turnill the father, at 
^3. 15^. per annum, in 1785, (and it is 
not otherwise to be admitted) which lease 
would havje terminated in 1792; yet, as 
the property comprised in the lease would, 
in 1792, have been worth upwards of £40 
per annum, no one capable of a rational 
calculation will believe that the surrender 
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of that lease, accompanied by an engage- 
ment to expend £ 100 (without any con- 
trol reserved to the Trustees as to the ex- 
penditure) was an adequate consideration 
for a grant from the Trustees of a new 
lease for 28 years, from the year 1785, at 
ten pounds per annum only : and the con- 
tract entered into in 1785, was therefore 
decidedly injurious to the Charity, 

It perhaps, indeed, may be alleged in 
excuse for Mr. Hurst, the Vicar, that he 
executed the lease to Turnill (in 1785) 
immediately after his induction to the 
Vicarage ; and might, then, be a novice 
in the affairs of the parish, and ill informed 
of his duty as a Trustee ; but even tjiis 
will be no apology for those who, by their 
paramount situation, as guardians of this, 
in common with every other public trust 
in the town, ought to have had an espe- 
cial eye to the ' conduct of the Trustees ; 
and yet were silent observers of the injury 
done to this Charity, by that contract. 
And it should be recollected, that a fraud 
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is not the less a fraud because one of the 
parties to it may happen to have been de- 
ceived. 

I should have been glad, if I could, 
without the suppression of a most impor- 
tant feict, have here ended the narrative of 
the management of the Estate of this Cha- 
rity : but I have recently discovered, that, 
in the year 1806, its evil genius again re- 
turned, to blight the opening blossoms 
which should have ripened into fruit, for 
the benefit of the poor free-born children 
of Stanford, at the termination of Turniirs 
lease in 1813 : for it appears, that, on the 
20th of June, 1806, the Rev. Thomas- 
Chambers Wilkinson, Clerk, then Vicar 
of All-Saints, (with the Rectory of St. 
Peter annexed) and John Davis and John 
Henson, then Churchwardens, — in consi- 
deration of the surrender of the lease exe- 
cuted in 1785, which was then vested in 
Richard Tumill the son, and upon pre- 
tence that divers large sums of money had 
been then lately laid out and expended by 
the latter in repairing the malting-office and 
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out-buildings belonging to the Trust Jlstatc 
— demised the Trust Estate to the latter 
for 30 years, from the 21st of December 
then last (1805) at the yearly rent of ten 
pounds^ payable quarterly, on the Annun- 
ciation of the Virgin Mary, the Nativity 
ofSt. John Baptist, St. Michael the Arcb'* 
angel, and St. Thomas the Apostle, by 
equal portions ! 

It is impossible to speak of this scan^^ 
dalous traiisaction in terms of adequate re- 
probation. There was not a shadow of 
claim on the part of Tumill, the tenant, 
for favor from the Trustees, on the score 
of any expense which he had sustained : 
for he had in no instance done more than 
it was his duty to do as a fair tenant oc- 
cupying a tenement highly profitable to 
himself: And I trust that in case a sense 
of shame shall not immediately induce 
Mr. Turnill to abandon the advantages he 
pretends to, under the lease in 1806, ther^ 
will be found enough of public spirit left in 
the country to procure redress for the poor 
against that ne&trious contract^ to the di$«- 
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grace of its authors, by a due course of 
proceeding in a court of equity. 

Let Us only compare the improve- 
ment made in the income of this Estate 
since the year 1604, being 205 years, with 
the improvement made in the income of 
the estate of Radcliffe's School since the 
year 1646, being only 163 years ; and we 
shall find, that though there be no local 
circumstances to give the property attached 
to the latter any advantage over the for- 
liier, yet that whilst the former which has 
been let privately has scarcely increased 
three*-fold in rent ; the latter which has 
for some years past been let publicly, has 
increased in rent considerably more than 
tenfold. This circumstance is surely, of 
itself, of sufficient weight to inforce the ne- 
cessity of guarding against the juggling 
tricks which too commonly prevail where 
the property of the public is to be let. or 
sold in private. 

To conclude this subject:^ — Whilst 
the estate of this School, which is suffi- 
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cient to provide for the education of at 
least fifty poor Scholars, and which ought 
to be extended generally to the education 
of all free-born children of the town, is 
perversely transferred to the profit of an 
individual, — Mrs- Denham, an elderly 
lady, is instructing on the foundation 
about twelve little children (of either sex) 
in reading, and, such of them as are fe- 
males, in knitting and plain neecjle-work, 
for which she receives a yearly stipend of 
ten pounds only : a stipend which, after 
her house-rent is paid, leaves her some- 
thing less than five pounds per annum. And 
be it remembered, that Mr. Turnill, who 
is a considerable renter, imder the Marquis 
of Exeter, and is now deriving unwarrant- 
able advantage from this Charity, is also 
at present one of the Churchwardens of the 
parish of All-Saints, (and as such, a Trustee 
for the preservation of the rights of the 
Petty School) and that he is likewise a 
capital Burgess of the Borough of Stan- 
ford, looking forward to a place, in due 
time, amongst the magistracy of the Bo- 
rough.

This Will has no date, but as it does not notice the wife 
ef the Testator, who was buried but three days before him. 
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and notices his children, the sunrivpr of whom outlired him 
only six days, the date may be fixed with tolerable certainty 
between the 21st and 24th Aug. 1604, and the commence- 
ment of this Charity (which was to take place in one year 
from the death of the Testator's children) is fixed with cer- 
tainty on the 30th of An^. 1605, by the following extracts 
from the Register of the church of All-Saints :

Xlie xzl of August, Goodwife Wells was buried. 

.... xxiv Edward Wells was buried. 

.... xxYi Dorethey Welles, tbe daughter of Edward 

Welles, was buried. 

.... thirtieth Edward Welles, the son of Edward Welles^ 

was buried. 

By this extraordinary record of mortality and the great 
number of burials in the same paiish, about the same period, 
it seems probable that the founder of this Charity and the 
rest of his family, were victims of the plague which at that 
period made dreadful ravages in this country. 

Who is now in possession of the Barn under the Castle, 
which widow Heemeswor^h of Easton was to enjoy for her 
life?

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THIS Establishment is involved ia 
as much obscurity as negligence could 
easily have permitted, or art could well in- 
troduce, to exclude public investigation. 

After the death of John Carey, who 
had for some time presided as Master of 
this School, which happened on the 19th 
July, 1807, in the mayoralty of Mr. Al- 
derman Newcomb, disputes arose between 
Mr. Alderman Robinson and Mr. Alder- 
man Cooke, concerning the appointment 
ment of a successor to Carey ; tke^ pre- 
tending some right to the appointment, 
but not being able to agree in their choice 
of a person. And, as there was nothing 
beyond their exercise of authority, like 
presumptive grovmd, for considering those 
gentlemen as intitled to assume to them- 
;selves the control and management of this 
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establishment, it was very properly pro- 
posed, by some members of the Corpora- 
tion, that a committee should be appointed 
to consist of the then Mayor, three of the 
Aldermen, and three of the capital Bur- 
gesseSj to examine the archives of the Cor- 
poration, and to search, by such other ways 
and means as were in their power, for the 
evidences of this foundations^ as a guide for 
its future management. 

In consequence of this proposal, the 
chest of the Corporation was opened (a cir- 
cumstance which, it is said, had not hap^ 
pened for many years before) in the pre-^ 
sence of a gieat number of the members; 
and not a single written document could 
be found, to evidence the title of any Trus- 
tee or Trustees, to the lands belonging to 
the Charity, or to shew the trusts upon 
which those lands had been given or pur- 
chased, to charitable uses : and, the mem- 
bers of the Corporation disclaiming all 
knowledge of any such evidences, various 
other persons, connected with former ma- 
nagers of the Cha^rity, weii'e applied to, fo^* 
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information on the subject, without the 
least success as to the disclosure of the evi- 
dences. 

Mr. Alderman Cooke, it should be 
observed, had, ever since the death of Mr. 
Alderman Stevenson, senior,* and for ^ome 
years preceding this investigation, intruded 
llimself into the receipt of the rents and 
profits of the estate belonging to this Cha- 
rity ; and had, from time to time, received 
the voluntary subscriptions of those inha- 
bitants of the town of Stanford, and the 
neighbourhood, whose benevolence inclined 
them to give encouragement to the Cha- 
rity ; and refusing to concur in this inves- 
tigation ; it was thought proper, by some 
of the members of the Corporation, to 
appoint a Master to preside over the 
School, at their own risque, that the poor 
children of the town might not suffer for 
want of the usual education which had 
been afforded to them under this establish- 

* Mr. Alderman Cooke was executor of the will of Mr. Al- 
derman Stevenson, senior, who, formerly, after Mr. Alderman 
Hopkinson, had the receivership and some share of the manage- 
ment of the School property. 
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mept : and on the 31st Aug. 1807, Samuel 
Wood was appointed^ Master. And as the 
conduct of Mr. Alderman Cooke indicated 
not only an unwillingness for, but a de- 
fiance to investigation, I advised some 
members of the Corporation to discharge 
tlie tenant of the estate of the School from 
paying his rent to Mr. Alderman Cooke, 
not by virtue of their corporate authority, 
but as individuals having an interest in the 
welfare of the town. I gave that advice 
from a conviction that the Master ap- 
pointed could not long retain his situation 
if Mr. Alderman Cooke should be permit- 
ted to receive the profits of the Estate : and 
a discharge was accordingly delivered to, 
and was respected by the tenant, notwith- 
standing great pains taken by Mr. Alder- 
man Cooke to persuade him to treat it 
with contempt. 

In this state the business continued 
for some time : no care was taken for put- 
ting the Charity into a state of good order 
and security : the children usually clothed 
by the establishment, went without being 
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clothed at the accustdmeii period : the 
master obtained no payment of wages, but 
by the favor of Mr. Alderman Robinson : 
and the rents of the Charity Estate were 
permitted to rim into arrear in the handis 
of the Tenant : so that the estabUshment 
appeared to be in great danger of sinking 
into neglect and ruin. By these circum- 
stances I was induced to present a memorial 
to the present Mayor, Mr. Alderman Ste- 
venson, jun. at the Michaelmas Sessions, 
1808, remonstrating against the scandalous 
mismanagement of the Charity, and as- 
suring him of my intention to rectify the 
abuse if speedy attention were not paid to 
that remonstrance. 

Some conversation took place in 
the Sessions-House on that occasion, in 
which Mr. Alderman Cooke, who had be- 
fore refused repeated applications from 
his brethren of the Corporation,to come 
to an explanation on the business, was 
pleased, with some degree of ill-humor, 
to tell the persons assembled there, that 
he would give me no satisfaction as to 

N 
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his accounts or his conduct, t tnentioii 
this circumstance as well for the sake of ob* 
serving, that though I certainly had no 
tetter right than any other man, to bring 
his conduct and his authority to an inves* 
tigation, )ret, ^at I had as good a right 
as any other man to do so ; as, because^ 
I conceive it to be a vital principle of the 
justice of this country, that any person 
not immediately interested, has a right to 
call to account the authors of public abuses 
in despite of the connivance of the intet- 
rested, 

After this it was thought proper to 
call a meeting of persons who were volun-i 
tary subscribers to this Charity, and who, 
as such, it was pretended, had a right to 
control the management of the real estate 
of the Charity ; and a meeting was accord-^ 
ingly held on the 10th of October, 1808, 
when Mr. Alderman Cooke got so much 
the better of his tardiness to give a public 
explanation of his conduct ^as to produce a 
cash account for the satisfaction of the per- 
sons present, several of whom thought proi- 
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per to approve of and allow that account^ 
(and some of them without giving it ape-i- 
rusaU) notwithstanding it came in a most 
objectionable shape^ as I shall afterwards 
notice. 

This circumstance is not adduced 
with a view to impeach Mr* Alderman 
Cookers integrity, but in allusion to the 
unwarrantable negligence with which that 
account was audited. And it is worthy 
of remark, that, amongst the persons 
who audited the account, under the title of 
Subscribers, the Mayor, (Mr. Leonard 
Stevenson) is one whose name does not ap- 
pear in the list comprised in that account 
of those who had subscribed to the Charity • 

At this meeting the thanks of the 
persons present were given to the commit-/ 
tee ^^ for the zeal they had shewn and the 
perseverance they had exerted in the ser- 
vice of the Charity,'* though they had not 
taken or proposed one efficient proceeding 
(beyond the notice to the tenant of the 
trust estate) by which the usurped autho- 
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rity of Mr. Alderman Cooke could be 
in the slightest degree interrupted, or the 
Charity firmly established and protected 
against abuse. 

On the Monday following a meeting of 
the S&bscribers was held at the Town-Hall, 
(when many persons of the corporate body 
attended) to nominate two Stewards for this 
Charity in addition to Mr. Alderman Ro- 
binson, who was stated to be then the only 
Steward : and the Mayor and Mr. Al- 
derman Harper were then chosen by a 
majority of the persons present, to be the 
additional Stewards . I attended that meet- 
ing, not as a Subscriber (for the cus- 
tomary application had not been made to 
me for a subscription since my residence in 
the town, nor had any subscription taken 
place since 1806) but as claiming an equal 
right of interference with any person pre- 
sent, in the management of the estate : 
for though I then admitted, and am still 
ready to admit, that those who are volun- 
tary subscribers to a Charity have strong 
pretensions to inquire into its management; 
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and that they act with extreme absurdity 
if they contribute to its support, after being 
denied a satisfetctory account of the man- 
ner in which it is conducted: yet, (with 
that admission) I insist that voluntary 
Subscribers have not a right to assume to 
themselves the exclusive application and 
disposal of the profits of a permanent pro- 
vision in lands of inheritance for the use of 
the poor ; that such Subscribers have no 
right to appoint Stewards for the manage- 
ment of the estate appropriated to the sup- 
port of this Charity ; that though it may be 
very proper that voluntary Subscribers 
should recommend Stewards, yet none ex- 
cept those in whom the estate is legally or 
equitably vested, have a right to appoint 
such Stewards; and that therefore ,the 
appointment by the voluntary Subscribers, 
of persons to be joined with Mr. Alder- 
man Robinson in the management of this 
Estate, without any view to placing the 
trust in a situation of greater security 
against mismanagement, was an unjustifi- 
able assumption of unfounded authority. 
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Mr. Wyche, the town-clerk, (who 
attended on that occasion, and who says he 
knows nothing of the evidences belonging to 
this Charity) — in answer to my objections 
to the appointment of Stewards, unless 
some further resolutions should be entered 
into for putting the trust on a footing of 
future security — observed, that the course 
to be taken by those who were dissatisfied 
with the proceedings of that meeting or 
the management of the trust was to sue 
(Alt a commission of charitable uses. Whe- 
ther this was an attempt to probe my ig-^ 
norance, or an inadvertent exposure of his 
own, it is not for me to decide ; but it is 
well known, that the statute of the 43d 
EUz. which establishes the right of inquiry 
intq charitable uses, by a commission 
directed to the Bishop of the diocese, his 
Chancellor and others, has an especial ex- 
ception as to bodies corporate, which ex- 
ception has, by experience, been found to 
countenance '' frauds, breaches of trust, 
and negligences, in many of the Charities, 
under the care of Corporations ;'* * so that 

* Beckwith on Charitable Donations. 
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such a mode of proceeding, though it 
might have been amusing to Mr. Wyche 
as a professional man, might, by a little 
dexterous subtCTfuge, have been rendered 
of no ultimate avail to the public. 

The mode of proceeding which then 
occurred to me as the fittest on the occa- 
sion, was an amicable bill to be filed in the 
High ^Court of Chancery in the name of 
the Attorney-General (by the concurrence 
of the persons then present, and other in- 
habitants of the town) against those who 
were known to have interfered in the ma- 
nagement of this Trust Estate, and against 
such others as should be discovered to 
have had any connection therewith ; for the 
disclosure and establishment of the Trusts 
as &r as possible ; and for securing the pro- 
perty against future misapplication and 
mismanagement. And I was not a little 
surprised to find this suggestion opposed 
by Mr. Torkington (an attorney !) on the 
ground of its being likely that the adop- 
tion of it would waste the revenues of the 
School in litigation : for surely the faithful 
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management of the property^ in future, 
must be admitted to have better security i 
under the direction aad correction of the 
highest court of eqi^ity in the kingdom, 
than if left at the mercy of self*created 
Trustees, or of Trustees appointed by per-^ 
sons, whose authority is of their own cre- 
ation: and I am strongly persuaded it 
would be better that a part of the pro- 
perty should be expended, to secure the 
remainderi than that the whole should re- 
main at the capricious disposal of its present 
managers, orof any others appointed without 
legal authority. And, besides, there can be 
no doubt, if Mr. Torkington would undcr-i 
take the prosecution of an amicable suit 
for the benevolent purpose of securing this 
charity from ruin, he would conduct it on 
such a plan of oeconomy, and with such a 
disregard to self-interest, ^ would secure 
to him the blessings of the poor and the 
gratitude of the public. 

The few materials I have been able 
to gather relative to the history of this 
foundation, will be found in the Appendix ; 
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by /wliich it seems that it had its com*^ 
(mrateenaest about die year IJ^M, and timt 
the Corporation was amodigst its ^t en* 
couragers, hy proriding a School-Hoiise 
and lodgings for poor children, and by a 
couMbution of ^60 (in three years' sub- 
scriptions) which withc£790, confaributed 
by divers w>ell^disposed persons of the 
town and neighbourhood, and other sums 
subscribed annually andotherwise, became 
a fund for the maintenance of the School 
and^Scholars. 

Out of these subscriptions, an es- 
tate at Hogsthorpe, near Alford, in 
the county of Lincoln, was purchased, 
which estate (since the^inclosure of the 
open fields, &c. of Hogsthorpe) consists of 
a house, bam, stable, and granary, and of 
seventy acres of land, all in Hogsthorpe, 
tand part thereof near to the house) now 
occupied by Joseph £ldin« The precise 
time of the purchase, or the persons to 
whom, or the uses or trusts to, or upon 
which, it was conveyed, I have not been / 
able to discover; the title-deeds being 
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either embezzled or lost, as may fairly be 
presmned from the positive manner in which 
all knowledge of them was disclaimed at 
the meeting on Monday, 19th Oct. 1808. 

Tlie rent of this Estate when Harrod 
published (1785) was ^36 per annum, and 
it so continued until Michaelmas, 1796. 
From the latter period the rent was in- 
creased to £56 per annum; and it con- 
tinued at that rate until 1806, when it 
was raised to £95 per annum; which is 
the rent at present paid, clear of taxes and 
repairs of every description. 

The managers had, in 1785, arising from 
various benefactions, ^370, placed out at 
interest : but, for the inclosure of Hogs- 
thorpe, .£250 part of that sum in the 
hands of the Marquis of Exeter, was called 
in, and £ 120 stock, the remainder of it, 
was sold out, so that there is now no other 
stock in money, than £50, three per cent 
consolidated annuities, given in 1802, by 
John Glenn, formerly a scholar in this 
School, in gratitude fox the education 
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which he had received in it ♦—an example, 
worthy to be recorded. It is also to be, 
remembered, to the credit of the inhabi- 
tants of Stanford in general, that a liberal 
annual subscription has been for many 
years past raised towards the support of 
this institution. The particulars of the 
subscription in 1806, are stated on a sub- 
sequent page ; but of the years following 
I have no information. 

Harrod, in one place (p. 55.) speak- 
ing of this foundation, states it to be for. 
twenty'-four children^ wholly maintained 
and lodged in the School : but in another 
place (p. 375.) says, that in 1734, it was 
for thirty-'Six boys^ who were clothed, and 
taught reading, w;riting, and accompts. 
From the 31st August, 1807, to the 14th 
Nov. 1808, there were thirty hoys in the 
School, and from the Ij^tter period to the 
present, there have heen forty boys. They 
are admitted at ten, and permitted to con- 
tinue in the School until fourteen years of

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ige. They arc taught readmg, writing, 
dnd arithmetic, and each of them receiver 
yearly, a blue cap, a blue eoat, waii^tcoat, 
and breeches, two shirts, two stocks, (or 
neck-cloths) two pairs of stockings, and 
two pairs of shoes. 

When John Carey had the charge of 
this School, the salary was £20 per an- 
num and a chaldron of coals : when Samuel 
Woods was appointed Master, the salary 
was raised to £30 per annum, and a chaW 
dron of coals ; and since the number of 
boys admitted has been increased to forty, 
the salary has been advanced to ^£40 per 
annum, and the allowance of coals t<> the 
Master has been discontinued . 

The house on the scite of Brazen^nose 
College, originally provided by the Cor-» 
poration for the reception of the Master 
and Scholars, — a provision which was, 
doubtless, an immediate inducement to 
the gentlemen of the country to contri- 
bute liberally towards this Charity at its 
commencement, — wz& part of it taken from 
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tbe Charity and conrerted into a parish 
▼ork-house, in or before the year 1TS4; 
and tbe rest has since been taken away, 
by the Corporation, from the Charity: 
and the whole was, a few years ago, sold 
by the Corporation to James Hurst, Esq. 
The Stewards of the School how rent for 
the use of the Master, a small house and 
school-room on the north side of St. Paurg 
Street, under the Marquis of Exeter, or 
his Trustees, at three pounds per aiinum. 

I must here notice a complaint I have 
heard, that, sincetheclection of a member 
of Parliament for the Borough of Stan-^ 
ford, in February last, on a presentation 
of boys to fill the vacancies in this School, 
(on the 8th April) at which time there 
"were six vacancies, three boys, whose 
parents had voted for Mr. Oddy were 
presented and all rejected ; and two boys, 
whose parents had voted for Mr. Chaplin, 
were both admitted, and that on a subse- 
quent presentation (on the 5th of June) 
none of those boys whose parents had 
voted for Mr. Oddy, and who had beea 
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rejected before, were admitted; but ano- 
ther boy, (not presented before) whose 
parent had voted for Mr. Chaplin, was 
admitted. I shall be glad to find that these 
are accidental circumstances, and not the, 
effect of a studied partiality ; because such 
a partiality, even supposing the Stewards 
to be vested with indisputable authority, 
would be a shocking perversion of the 
trust placed in them, and would be calcu- 
lated to implant in the infiant mind to- 
wards them the most savage of all the pas- 
sions -r- hatred. Whether those parents 
who voted for Mr, Oddy at the Election, 
did right or wrong, is mere matter of spe-r 
culative opinion : but admitting them to 
have done wrong, it belongs to God an4 
not to the Stewards, or pretended Stewards, 
of this Charity, to visit the sins of the f^ 
thers upon the children, 

In referring to the accounts of this 
Charity, publisheld in October, 1808, (aJfte? 
a lapse of several years, during which the 
publication of the account had been dis- 
continued) the reader will not fail to ob- 
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serve the clumsy manner in which those 
accounts are put together, without either 
chronological order or classification of the 
different articles : he will find two sums 
amounting together to ^253 17^. lOd. 
claimed in the discharge of the accountant 
for money paid on account of the inclo- 
sure of the farm at Hogsthorpe, and yet 
not a shilling acknowledged in the charge 
of the accountant for the rent of that farm, 
nor any reason stated for its omission, nor 
any statement of the total expenses of the 
inclosure to account for the non-payment 
of the rent : though at the time of Mr. 
Cooke's last statement of account there 
were five half-years* rent unaccounted for, 
and only two had elapsed since the tenant 
was discharged from paying the rent to 
him. The publication of such accounts 
may amuse or astonish the ignorant, but 
they throw very little light on the real 
state of the charity which is the only good 
object of their publication. The balance 
of the account may indeed be correct, and 
so it would have been, perhaps, even if 
nothing more than the balance had been 
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stated : but it is proper that such publtca- 
tionssfaouldbe dear^ explicit, ami inteliigi* 
gible to the humblest capacity . A diest with 
three locks may indeed be necessary to pre- 
serve the records of a charity from destruc- 
tion or iigury, but should not be used to 
xdose up the conduct of its managers from 
investigation. 

On these observations and the docu- 
ments afterwards stated, I rest the jiistice 
of the seventh article of the resolutions ; 
and, in the hope that my endeavour, to per- 
suade those who have assumed the manage- 
ment of this Trust, to take good order for 
its future security and faithful administra- 
ticm, will not fail of success ; I shall con- 
clude with a ready and willing admission^ 
that, with all that can be objected to the 
past conduct of its Stewards, it has still 
been of more real benefit to the poor of 
Stanford than any other establishment in 
the town.

'^ The Magistrates of this Corporation being sensible 
that the great dissohiteness of manners which so visibly 
abonnds amongst the poorer sort of people, is chiefly owing 
either to the neglect or inability of parents to educate and 
instruct them in tke knowledge of our holy religicm, did 
therefore think ihemselves in duty bound to prerent and 
remedy for the future, as much as in them lay, those great 
inconyeniences which must necessarily attend profaneness 
and immorality : In order thereto they did, in the^ear \704y 
set up a Charity School^ assigning for that purpose^ a 
large house belonging to the Corporation, called the 
Brazen^Nose College, haying been then but lately rebuilt, 
in which a great many poor children have been since con. 
stantly employed in spinning, and withal taught to read, 
and instructed in religion, psalmody, writing, Sfc. as far 
as the circumstances of the children and School will admit.

which advantage lies open to all the poor in the town and 
neighbourhood, and is denied to none that will make use of 
it. There is a mistress and a servant resident to teach 
them what is proper to make the girls good servants^ as 
spinning, knitting, sewing, Sfc. and a master attends 
daily, to improve the boys in writing, singing of psalms, 
and accounts ; who likewise takes an account of the chil- 
dren's work and behayiour; reads prayers and catechises 
them. There are three Stewards appointed at their annual 
pieeting to superintend the whole, who haye a great power 
lodged in them, and two auditors to inspect their accounts, 
which are to be laid before them four days or more, before the 
annual meeting : and an Apothecary is desired constantly 
to attend when any are sick, and provide such medicines as 
shall be judged suitable to their present exigencies. Tlie 
Stewards are chosen by the Trustees ; and any one sub-- 
scribing 20^. a-year, is always qualified to act as a 
Trustee.''

ST. LEOEIPs HOSPITAL. 

There was an Hospital of this name 
in Stanford, in the reign of King Stephen, 
who gave to it an acre and a half of land 
Out of the demesne of his Manor of Stan- 
ford. * This Peck seems to confound with 
another Hospital founded here by Earf 
Warren in the reign of" King John, t In 
what part of the town the Hospital of St. 
Leger was situate, or what description of 
persons it was devoted to receive, or what 
became of its possessions, I cannot dis- 
cover. 

BIARL WARREN'S HOSPITAL / 

GREY FRIARS OR FRIARS IHIIORS. 

William, Earl Warren, who became 

, possessed of tfee Manor of Stanford, in the 

sixth year of King John, gave, after the in- 

♦ testa de Nctitt 346. + Peck, Kb. vii. p. 7. 
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terdict of the kingdom by the Pope in 
the 9th year of King John (1208), one 
culture of five acres, without the east gate 
of Stanford, firom his demesne, to bury 
the bodies of the dead, and for .making 
there an Hospital and Houses for Friars and 
Paupers. ♦ This, I have no doubt was the 
foundation of the Grey Friarfe in Stan- 
ford, as there is no other parcel of inclosed 
land without the e?isf gate, except the scite 
of the Grey Friars, to correspond with this 
description. Peck, indeed, tells us, that 
the house of Grey Friars here was founded 
about the latter end of the 13th, or the 
beginning of the 14th century ;t but \ie 
cites no a,uthority. He says it was " a large 
place, situate in the east suburb, on the 
right-hand side of the way, as we go out of 
St. Paul's Gate.'' The outward walls of the 
inclosure are still standing, and bear evi- 
dent marks of antiquity. ^* The church,'* 
according to Peck, ** was a very spacious 
one, and the house a very fair structure ;" 
but they were both demolished in his time ;

and where he obtained that information 
nobody knows. Many fine pieces of carving 
had been dug up about this Hospital, in 
the time of persons living when Peck wrote ; 
and in the wall adjoining to the road from 
St. Paul's Gate to St. George's, the figure 
of which he speaks (much mutilated) is yet 
to be seen ; but what he took for a head 
and dishevelled hair, seems to me more 
like the drapery over the knee of a cross- 
legged knight. Robert Glen, clerk of St. 
George's, in 1725, had, according to Peck, 
seen many figures dug up firom amongst 
the ruins. * 

Thomas de Holand, first Earl of Kent, 
of that name and family, who died on the 
28th December, 35th Edw. III. was 
buried in the Ghapel of this Hospital, as 
appears by the will of his widow, Johanna 
the Fair Maid of Kent, (daughter and heir 
of Edmund Plantagenet de Woodstoke, 
Earl of Kent) afterwards the wife of Ed- 
ward, Prince of Wales (called the Black

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Prince) dated the 7th Aug, 1385, whereby 
she desires to be buried in this Chapel, 
near the grave of Thomas Earl of Kent, 
her husband.* Peck indulges his imagi- 
nation with a pompous account of the 
funeral of this lady, such as it might have 
been ; t and is incUned to think tjbe rem- 
nant of a figure in the walls might be her 
bust . The scite of this Hospital was granted 
by King Henry VIIL in the 32d year of 
his reign, to Clmrles Brandon, Duke of 
Suffolk ; the Lord Treasurer Burghley died 
possessed of it in 1598 ; and it is now the 
property of the Marquis of Exeter. 

BLACK FRIARS; or, DOMINICANS. 

Peck imagines this house to have been 
founded by William de Fortibus, second 
Earl of Albemarle, because one if not more 
of his posterity was buried here ; J but this 
is very inconclusive evidence ; for, though 
Thomas, one of the grandsons of that 
Earl, was buried here, William, another 
of them, was buried in the church of the

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Friars Preachers in Oxford,* which cer- 
tainly Vas not founded by the family de 
Fortibus. Whoever was the founder, there 
can be no doubt of the existence of this 
Hospital or Monastery at an early period, 
for, besides the burial here of Thomas de 
Fortibus, in or before 1241, we find Wil- 
liam de Paveli, by his will dated on the 
feast of All-Saints, after the death of St. 
Edmund, Archbishop of Canterbury, {i. e. 
in 1243,) gave a legacy of two shillings to 
the Friars Preachers of Stanford :t ^tnd 
that Emma the wife of Sir Geoffrey de St. 
Medard, Lord of Osgotby in Lincolnshire, 
was buried here in 1278. % The scite was 
granted to Rob. Bocher and David Vin- 
cent in 38 Hen. VIII. '' The Black Friars 
College stood, without Stanford, on the 
south-east part, adjoining to the Tenter 
Meadows. It took up a good deal of 
ground and had fine gardens from the house 
to the river-sJde. Part, if not all, of the 
church was standing about 1600 when Mr.

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Speed's draught of Stanford was taken ; 
whereby it appears that the steeple then 
likewise standing, was " a strong quadran- 
gular tower ;"' but nothing was left of it in 
Peck's time. * It belonged after the dis- 
solution to the family of Cave, and subse- 
quently to the feimily of Cust ; and it is 
now the inheritance of Lord Brownlow, 
the heir of the latter feniily. 

A UGUSTINE OR A USTIN FRIJRS. . 

'^ One Fleminge, a very rich man of 
thctowne of Steneford in Lincolnshire, was 
the first founder, as it is said, of the Augus- 
tine Freres ,in Staunford, in the west 
suburbe hard by Saint Peter's Gate. An 
Archidiacon of Richemont was the' per- 
former of it." t It was granted by the 
King to Edward Lord Clinton, 6 Edw. VI. 
The Lord Treasurer Burghley died pos- 
sessed of the scite of this house in 1598, 
and it is now the inheritance of the Mar^- 
quis of Exeter.

Though Speed states this house to 
have been founded by King Edward III. 
there is indisputable evidence of its ex- 
istence in the 13th Edw. I.* and the Friars 
had an ample confirmation of privileges in 
the 11th Edw. II. f They had also grants 
from King Edw. III. in the 7th and 10th 
years of his reign ; % and the arms of that 
monarch France (semee of Fleurs des lis) 
and England, quarterly, still remain over 
the gateway of this house, (a venerable mo- 
nument of antiquity) at the east end of the 
town : and it is observable, that the Carme- 
lites at Hitchin in Hertfordshire used those 
arms on their common seal. The Lord 
Treasurer Burghley died possessed of the 
scite of this house in 1598, and it is now 
the property of his lineal heir male. Brown- 
low Cecil, Marquis of Exeter.

William Browne, a wealthy mer- 
chant, of the staple of Calais, wl^ose family 
had been long resident in the town of 
Stanford, having erected a Chapel and 
divers buildings for the reception of Chap- 
lains and poor persons, in the parishes of 
All-Saints and St. Andrew in Stanford, ob- 
tained letters patent from King Richard III. 
on the 27th Jan. in the 2d year of his 
reign (1485,) which were the same day con- 
firmed in parliament, for establishing an 
Almshouse for a Warden, being a secular 
Chaplain, and a Confrater, being also a 
secular Chaplaiji, to celebrate divine ser- 
vice and to pray for the good estate of the 
King and Anne his Queen, during their 
lives, and for their souls afterwards, and for 
the good estate of William Browne and 
Margaret his wife, during their Uves, and

for their souls afterwards, according to the 
ordinance of the founder ; which Almshouse 
was to be called ^' The Almshouse of Wil- 
liam Broun in Staumford in the county of 
Lincoln ;" and which Warden and Confra- 
ter and their successors were to be called 
^^ Wardens and Confraters of the Alms- 
house of William Broun of Staumford, in 
the county of Lincoln/' and were to be a 
body corporate, and to have a common seal, 
and power to purchase lands and to sue 
and be sued: and for the support of this 
Almshouse, and of the Warden and Con- 
frater, and of divers poor of each sex, 
and for other works of charity, the founder 
was enabled to grant to the Warden and 
Confirater and their successors, estates of 
the annual value of fifty marks {£ 33. 6s. 8d.) 
above reprises, not held of the King in 
capite, notwithstanding the statute against 
alienations in mortmain. 

Before this work was completed, how- 
ever, William Browne, the founder, died ; 
haying by his will, dated the 17th Feb. 
1488-9, and proved in the Praerogative 
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Court of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
in the month of May, 148Sf, appointed 
Margaret his wife to be his executrix ; who 
was also dead in January, 1489-90, when 
her will was proved in the Praerog. Court : 
and afterwards Thomas Stokke, Clerk, her 
brother, though he had renounced his exe- 
cutorship under her wiU, obtained let- 
ters patent from King Henry VII. on the 
28th Nov. in the 9th year of his reign, 
(1493) which were, the same day, con- 
firmed in parliament, for the establishment 
of this charitable foundation, with similar 
powers to those contained in the patent of 
King Richard III. but with directions that 
the pra)rers should be for the good estate 
of King Henry VII. and Elizabeth his . 
Queen ; Reginald Bray, Knt. and Catha- 
rine his wife ; Thomas Stokke, EUzabeth 
£ln\es and William Elmes, whilst living, 
and for their souls when dead ; and espe- 
cially for the souls of William Browne and 
Margaret his wife. 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
in the . last-mentioned patent, Thomas 
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Stokke, Clerk, on the 5th February, 9th 
Hen. VII. (1493-4) conveyed to John 
Coton, the Warden, and William Haukyn, 
the Confrater of this Almshouse, and their 
successors for ever ; the Manors of Swa- 
feld and North Withome in Lincolnshire^ 
and other tenements, of the value of thirty 
pounds per annum, at that period. 

This establishment continued, under 
the patents before mentioned, until the 
time of King James I. who, on the 4th of 
May, in the 8th, year of his reign, (l6lO) 
by other letters patent, refounded tlie 
Almshouse by the name of The Hospital 
of William Browne of- Staundford, in the 
county of Lincoln, of the foundation of 
James, King of England ;'' and directed 
that it should consist of a Warden, Con- 
frater, ten poor and needy men, advanced 
in age, and two poor and needy women, 
advanced in age, who were thereby incor- 
porated by the name of ^' The Warden^ 
Confrater, and poor persons of the Hospi- 
tal of William Browne in Staundford, in 
the county of Lincoln, of the foundation of 
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James, King of England •/* and also directed, 
that in case of a vacancy by death, resigna- 
tion, or removal, of any Warden, Confrater, 
poor man, or poor woman, of this Hospital, 
the place shpuld be supplied, within four- 
teen days, by the Dean of Stanford and Vi- 
car of All-Saints in Stanford, for the time 
l^ing ; or, in case of default in their ap- 
pointing, within that period, then within 
fourtcien days afterwards, by the heir of the 
founder, William Browne, for the time 
being ^, or, in case of default in such heir 
appointing, within that period, then within 
fourteen days following, by the Alderman 
(now Mayor) of Stanford, for the time 
being ; or, in case of default in such Alder- 
man appointing, within that period, then 
within fourteen days following, by the 
Bishop of Lincoln, for the time being ; or, in 
case of. default in the Bishop's appointing 
then, successively, by the Dean of Stan- 
ford and Vicar of All-Saints, and by the 
others, in rotation, as before. 

The reader will find in the Appendix 
the best account I have been able to pro- 
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cure of the possessions with which this 
Hospital is endowed — possessions, that, if 
managed with that regard to the true inte- 
rest of the estabUshment which men are in 
the habit of paying to their own private 
affairs, would not only be adequate to all 
the present burthens of the Hospital, but 
would, in twenty years' time, be sufficient 
to support five times as many poor persons 
as are maintained in it at present : but the 
abominable practice of granting leases upon 
the receipt of fines, has kept this otherwise 
munificent establishment in a state of com- 
parative poverty ; from which, however, it 
is to be hoped, it will be speedily rescued : 
for every poor man and poor woman in the 
house has a right to object to the practice ; 
and they ought all of them to know, that 
their assent is as essential to the leases as 
that of, the Warden or the Confrater, 
whose duty it is to let the property in such 
manner, as that the objects of the Charity 
may receive its full value ; which can be 
in no way better ascertained than by let- • 
ting the estates by auction, whether they 
be let on leases with immediate possession, 
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or on leases in reversion- And however long 
the practice of letting the estates by renewal 
of unexpired leases, upon the payment of 
fines, at stipulated periods, may have pre- 
vailed, it cannot, in my opinion, be justi- 
fied in the case of a Charity, unless it can 
be shewn that the present good purposes 
of the Charity would be obstructed by the 
discontinuance of such a practice ; and 
though I am very well aware that preju- 
dice will be appealed to, on the hardship of 
dispossessing ancient occupiers, which 
might be the consequence of opening the 
property of this establishment to a com- 
petition, amongst persons desirous to be- 
come occupiers in future : yet the preju- 
dice, — ^that those who have been for ages 
receiving undue advantage from the mis- 
application of public property, should 
claim the continuance of an abuse as a pre- 
scriptive right, — is so unfounded in any 
thing like justice, that, as an objection, it 
does not deserve any serious argument. 

Harrod, in 1785, speaks of the then 
late Warden, Mr- Hurst, as having con- 
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ducted the estate so well, that though he 
found the Hospital £150 in debt, he had, 
by prudent management, purchased o£?900 
in the Stocks, and laid out £500 in re- 
pairs : by which it seems that the income 
of this Establishment was at that time, 
much more than equal to the expenditure ; 
which I have no doubt is the f^ase at pre- 
sent. Where then shall we find any good 
apology for continuing the injurious sys- 
tem of taking fines upon leases, and 
thereby anticipating the revenues of the 
Charity to its lasting injury? 

Each of the twelve poor people in the 
Hospital now receives five shillings weekly : 
— each of the ten poor men has a suit of 
clothes and a gown of blue cloth yearly ; — 
and each of the women' has a gown and pet- 
ticoat yearly. They are provided with ftiel. 

" The Hospital, which was finished by 
Stokke, (1495) stands in that part of the town 
called the Beast-Market, and consists of a 
Chapel and an Audit-Room, and of apart- 
ments and lodgings foi; the Warden Con- 
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frlEiter, poor men, and poor women. The. 
building is of stone, and the front is a good 
specimen of the plainest style of architeo- 
ture which prevailed at the end of the 
fifteenth century, and the entrance porch is 
particularly handsome- The Chapel, which 
is within the parish of St- Andrew, an- 
nexed to the parish of St- Michael, was 
consecrated by the Bishop of Lincoln, on 
the 22d Dec- 1494, and an annual pay- 
ment of 6s. 8d. is made from the Hospital 
to the Vicar of St. MichaeFs, in satisfac- 
tion of his parochial demands. There is a 
great deal of stained glass in the windows 
of the Chapel and Audit-Room : and in a 
window of the Cloisters, and amongst the 
arms are those of Browne — Sable, three 
mallets or h^mmeYSi Argent, impaled \^dth 
Elmes — Ermine, qn three bars humette Sab. 
fifteen elm leaves. Or ; and of Elmes im- 
paled with Iwarby — Ermine, a cross. Sable. 
And in the Cloisters is this inscription on 
a brass plate : — 

*' Hcec nova strttctura retinens hdbitacula plurui 
Sit permanmra per tempora longafutur^a, 
Debilibm tic et senibusfuit adificata ;

The seal of the Hospital represents a 
crowned man, sitting under a rich Gothic 
canopy, with a crucifixion before him ; 
and beneath his feet the half-length of a 
man, whosp hands are closed in the atti^r 
tude of prayer ; and under the latter are 
the arms of Elmes ; the whole inclosed by 
this legend : —

TRANSLATION. 

Richard, by the grace of God, King of England and 
France, and Lord of Ireland, to all to whom these present 
letters shall come, greeting. Know ye that, whereas our 
beloved and faithful William Broun of Staumford, in the 
county of Lincoln, one of the merchants of our staple of 
Calais, hath at his own great charge lately erected and 
caused to be built a certain chapel, and divers other housed 
and edifices, within the said town of Staumford, for a certain 
Almshouse, there to be made; and proposes, with our 
licence, to make, found, and establish, a certain perpetual 
Almhouse there, as -lyell for divers Chaplains to celebrate 
divine offices therein, as for divers poor of each sex, there to 
be sustained and relieved : We, deservedly commending the 
pious intention of the said William in this respect, have, of 
our special grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, granted 
and given licence, and, by these presents, do, for us and our 
heijrs, grant and give licence, that the said William, or his exe- 
cutors, or any or either of them, shall be able to make, found, 
erect, create, and establish, a certain Almshouse^ to conti- 
nue in future for ever, at Staumford aforesaid, of one War^ , 
cfen, a secular Chaplain, and of one Confrater^ of the same 
house, being a like secular Chaplain, according to the ordi- 
nance of the said William, or of his executors, or any or 
either of them, in this part to be made, to celebrate divine 
offices / and to pray for the good estate of usy and of our 
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most beloved consort^ Anne Queen of England^ whilst we 
shall IItc, and for pur sonls, when we shall ha^e departed 
this life ; and also for the good est ate, of the said William^ 
and Margaret his wife^ whilst they shall liye, and for 
thdr souls, when they shall hare departed this life, and 
for the souls of all the faithful departed. And we will, 
that, after the said Almshouse shall be so made, founded, 
erected, created, and established, it shall be, for ever, 
called the Almshouse of William Broun in Staumford in 
the county of Lincoln ; and the said Warden and Confra- 
ter, and their successors, shall be, for ever, called Wardens 
and Confraters of the Almshouse of William Broun of 
Staumford, in the county of Lincoln ; and shall be one 
body, and one perpetual community corporate, and shall 
haye perpetual succession, and a common seal to be used 
for the affairs of the said house, and shall be persons suffi. 
cient and capable in law to purchase and receiye, to them 
and their successors, lands, tenements, rents, and other pos« 
sessions and hereditaments, from any person or persons whom- 
soever, willing to give, grant, leave, or assign such to them ; 
to hold to them and their successors for ever : And that the 
fame Warden and Confraters (confratres in the original) 
and their successors, by the same name, shall be able to 
plead and be impleaded, and to answer and be answered, 
and also shall be able to prosecute all manner of actions, 
suits, quarrels, and causes, real, personal and mixed, of 
whatsoever kind or nature they shall be, before whatsoever 
Justices or Judges, temporal or spiritual, or other persons 
whomsoever, and before the same to answer and be answered;

TRANSLATION. 

JAMES, by the grace of God, of England, Scotl^d, 
France, and Ireland, Ring, Defender of the Faith, &c. To 
ALL to whom these present letters shall come, greeting: 
Whereas, in the time of the reign of the Lord Richard, 
tiie Third, formerly King of England, William Browne, of 
Staundforde, in our county 'of Lincoln, did at his own 
great costs and expenses, then cause to be newly erected 
and built, within the said town of Staundforde, a certain 
Chapel and divers other bouses and edifices, for the founding 
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tiiere a certain Almshouse; and did intend to establish 
diere a certain perpetual Almshouse, as well for dirers 
Chaplains to perfornt diyine offices in the sdd Chapel, as 
for dirers poor of each sex there to be supported and 
maintained: And the aforesaid William Browne, (death 
intervening) hath been taken away from this life before he 
could establish the said Almshouse: And whereas our 
most illustrious Ancestor the Lord Henry, the Seventh, 
late King of England, did, subsequently, by his Letters 
Patent, sealed with his great seal of England, bearing date^^ 
at Westminster, the twenty-eighth day of November, in the 
ninth year of his rdgn, for the consideration therein men. 
tioned and contained, grant and give licence to Thomas 
Stokke, clerk, brother of dame Margaret Browne, the 
relict of the aforesaid William Browne, and executrix of 
the will of the said William, that the said Thomas or his 
executors, or some or one of them might make, found^ 
erect, create, and establish, a certain Almshouse at Staund- 
ford aforesaid [consisting] of one Warden, a secular C^ap. 
lain, and of one Coufrater of the said house, also a secular 
Chaplain, according to the ordinance of the said Thomas 
or his executors, or of some or one of them in that behalf^' 
thenceforth to continue in all future times ; and that when 
the said Almshouse should be so made, founded, created, . 
and established, it "should be called the Almshouse of Wil. 
liam Browne of Staundford, in the county of Lincoln ; 
and the said Warden and Coufrater and their successors^ 
should be called the Warden and Coufrater of the Alms, 
house of William Browne of Staundferde in the county of 
Lincoln, as by the said Letters Patent it doth, among other 
things, more fully appear, and is manifest. And whereas 
the aforesaid Alms-house hath been made, founded, and 
created, according to the tenor and true meaning of the 
laid Letters Patent^ of the aforesaid Ring Henry the Seventh, 
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in that behalf so granted as aboyementioned: and also diTera 
landS) tenements, and hereditaments, have, by dirers per. 
sons, been giTen, left, acquired, or conreyed, for and 
towards the perpetual maintenance of the Almshouse afore, 
said, and for the support and maintenance of the Wardett 
and Confrater and poor, to be maintained and supported in 
the said house, according to the pious intention of the said 
William Browne. And whereas some persons discorering 
some defect and inralidity in the aforesaid Letters Paten^ 
and other conreyances aforesaid, have, of late, endearoured 
whoUy to orertum the estate of the said Almshouse, and to 
transfer to their own private advantage, the lands, tene- 
ments, and possessions of the same, or some of them, reli. 
giously and piously given and granted by divers pious and 
well-disposed persons, for the support of the poor of the 
8ud Almshouse, for the time being : and that they might 
the more bring to effect their aforesaid endeavours and in. 
, tentions, have labpured to acquire to themselves the before- 
mentioned lands, tenements, and hereditaments of the said 
Almshouse, under our right and title, We, wishing to che- 
rish and support the pious and charitable works of good 
and pious men ; and being unwilling that by us, or in our 
right, or under pretext of our name, any damage or injury 
should be sustained by the poor and needy, and altogether 
detesting to be enriched by revenues or any thing whatsoever 
destined to such uses ; and being moreover of our more abun- 
dant grace, willing, freely and graciously to contribute and 
afford whatsoever our right, title, and authority, which we 
have or can have in the premises, for the confirmation, sup- 
port, and establishment of the aforesaid work, do, of our 
f pedal grace, and of our certain knowledge and mere mo- 
tion will, and by these presents for ourselves, our heirs, and 
successors, do grant. That the aforesaid house, situate and 
being in Staundforde aforesaid, now commonly called the 
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Almshouse of Staundforde aforesaid) be, continiie, and 

remain, henceforth for erer, an Hospital of poor persons in 

Staundforde aforesud, in the said county of Lincoln, for 

the support, relief, and maintenance of poor persons of 

each sex: and that the ssud Hospital henceforth for erer^ 

shall be, or may be, and consist of one Warden^ one Con* 

fraterj ten poor men and two womeny to be found and 

maintained in the said Hospital for ever; and that the said 

Hospital henceforth for ever shall be called the Hospital of 

William Browne of Staundforde^ in the county of Linn 

coin J of the foundation of James, King of England: 

And we do, by these presents, firmly erect, create^ nomi^ 

nate, found, and establish, the said Warden and Confrater^ 

poor men and poor women, by the name of the Warden/ 

Confrater, and poor of the Hospital of William Browne, of 

Staundforde in the county of Lincoln, of the foundation of 

James, King of England ; and that henceforth for ever thert 

be, and shall be, in the said Hospital, two Chaplains, 

whereof one shall be called the Warden of the said Hospital 

of Staundforde, and the other shall be called the Confrater 

of the said Hospital of Staundforde, aforesaid, and shall be, 

and shall be called Warden and Confrater of all the lands, 

tenements, rents, and hereditaments, the goods and chattels 

of the said Hospital, and shall be, and shall be called the 

Warden and Confrater of the Hospital of William Browne 

of Staundforde, In the county of Lincoln, of the foun« 

dation of James, King of England ; And that henceforth, 

in all future times, there be, and shall b^, in the said Hps« 

pital, ten poor and needy men advanced in age, and two 

women, also advanced in age, to be there supported, main. 

tained, and relieved, who in like manner shall be called the 

poor of the Hospital of William Browne of Staundforde, in 

the county of Lincoln, of the foundation of James, King of 

England. And for the better perform9Qce of. our Grant in^ 
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this behalf, we elect, nominate, assign, and appoint, and do 
bj. these presents for ourselves, our heirs and successors, 
elect, nominate, assign and appoint, that our beloyed Peter 
Titley, clerk, be, and shall be, the first and present Warden 
of the said Hospital ; an^ that our beloyed Thomas Shorts- 
hose, clerk, be, and shall be, the first and present Confra- 
ter of the said Hospital, and of the lands, tenements, rents, 
possessions, revenues, goods, and chattels of the said Hos. 
pital. And furthermore of our more abundant special 
grace, we do, of our certain knowledge and mere motion, 
elect, nominate, assign, and appoint, and by these presents 
for ourselres, our heirs and successors, do elect, nominatct 
assign, and appoint, that our beloved Robert Batemenson, 
Philip Parr, John Buddie, John Robinson, John Johnson, 
William Piggott, Thomas Grundy, Thomas Rogers, William 
Roe, Edward Tidd, the widow Christian^ and the widow 
Ann, be, and shall be, the first and present twelve poor 
persons^ of the said Hospital, there to continue to be sup- 
ported and maintained during their natural lives.

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land : And we do incorporate the said Warden, Cbnfrater,

James, King of England ; and we do by these presents for 
ourselves, our heirs, and successors, firmly erect, make, 
create, ordain, appoint, and establish them one body cor- 
porate and politic, really and fully to continue for ever by 
the said name ; and that they shall in all future times, be 
called, entitled, and named by the said name of the Warden, 
Confrater, and pooc persons of the Hospital of William 
Browne in Staundforde, in the county of Lincoln, of the 
foundation of James, King of England; and that they have 
perpetual succession by the said name : and that they be, 
and shall be, in all future times, persons able and capable 
in law, to acquire, receive, hold and possess, manors, lands, 
tenements, meadows, feedings, pastures, rents, reversions, 
remainders, and other hereditaments, to themselves and 
their successors for ever, as well of us our heirs and suc- 
cessors, as of any other person or persons whomsoever, as 
likewise goods and chattels, for the sustentation, mainte- 
nance, and support of the Hospital aforesaid, and of the 
aforesaid Warden, Confrater, and poor, to be therein from 
time to time, dwelling and maintained, by the name of the 
Warden, Confrater, and poor of the Hospital of William ' 
Browne in Staundforde in the county of Lincoln, of the 
foundation of James, King of England. And moreover, 
we will, and by these presents do for ourselves our heirs 
&nd successors, grant to the aforesaid Warden and Confra- 
ter, and poor of the Hospital of William Browne of Staun- 
forde in the county of Lincoln, of the foundation of James 
King of England, that they- and iheir successors for ever 
may have a common seal to serve for their occasions and 
transactions from time to time, concerning the aforesaid 
Hospital ; and that it may be fully lawful for. them the said 
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Warden, Confrater, and poor persons and their successors, 
at their own pleasure, from time to time, to break, alter, 
and make anew, the said seal as it shall to th^n seem better 
to be, and to be made : and that the aforesaid Warden, 
Confrater, and^poor persons, and their successors, may, 
and shall be able, by the name of the Warden, Confrater, 
and poor persons of the Hospital of William Browne, of 
Staundforde, in the county of Lincoln, of the foundation 
of James, Kin^ of England, to plead and be impleaded, pro« 
secnte, defend and be defended, answer and be answered, 
in all and singular causes, complaints, suits, and actions 
whatsoerer, of whatsoerer nature or kind they may be, in 
whatsoerer courts, places, and jurisdictions of all others 
whomsoerer, before whomsoeyer the Judges, Justices, and' 
Commissioners, of us our heirs and successors, and of all 
others whomsoerer, within this our kingdom of England 
and elsewhere, to do, perform, and complete all these 
things, and all other things whatsoerer, by the name afore- 
said, in as ample manner and form as other our liege per- 
sons, persons able and capable in law, within our Idngdom 
of England, do, and can and may be able to do, in the 
courts, places, and jurisdictions aforesaid, and before the 
Judges, Justices, and Commissioners aforesud. And we 
haye furthermore willed, granted, and ordained, and by 
these presents do for ourselyes, our hdrs, and successors, 
will, grant, and ordain, that when, and as often as it shall 
hereafter happen, that any of the said Warden, Confrater, 
and twelye poor persons, of the Hospital aforesaid shall die, 
or is or shall be remoyed from the aforesaid House for any 
cause according to the ordinances, prorisions, and constitu- 
tions heretofore made, or hereafter to be made, for the rule, 
goremment, and direction of the aforesaid Hospital, or 
shall be by any other means whatsoerer, remored from the 
said house, or shall yoluntarily depart entirely from thence^ 
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ihsit^ and so often, the Dean of Stanndforde for the time 
beiAg, and the Vicar of the parish church of AlUSaints, in, 
the Market-place of the town of Staundfordo, for the time 
being, shall, nominate, constitute, admit, and thenceforth put 
into real possession, another fit person, and of the same sex^ 
jn the same place, of the said Warden, Confrater, man, or 
IF Oman so dying, removed, or to be removed, or entirely- 
departing, within fourteen days next following, after the 
said decease, removal, or departure. And i^oreoy er, we 
for ourselves, our heirs and successors, do will and ordain^ 
that if it hereafter happen that the aforesaid Dean and Vicar, 
or their successors, shall not within fourteen days next after 
any Warden, Confrater, man, or woman of the aforesaid 
Hospital shall die, or shall be so removed or expelled from

Thomas Truesdale, of Stanford, 
an Attorney of extensive practice, who, 
by a life of beneficence, had done honour 
to his profession, by his will, dated on the 
2()th October, 1700, founded an Hospital 
ia the town of Stanford, for the mainte-^ 
nance of six ancient poor men of the pa^ 
rish of All-Saints and St. John, in Stan- 
ford, and endowed it with estates in lands,, 
tenements, and titles, in Moreton, Baston 
and Stanford, in the county of Lincoln; 
wbich at the time of his death, (the 23d 
Oct. .1700,) were of the annual value of 
JBS2. 9^. 4i(/. : and, thereby, vested those 
estates in trustees and their heirs ; in trust 
to provide lodgings upon part of the pre- 
poiises for the poor men who were the ob- 
jects of his charity ; to pay to each poor 
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man two shillings and sixpence weekly ; 
to provide for each of them a cloth gown 
or suit of cloth yearly ; to keep the pre* 
misses in repair ; to satisfy themselves for 
their trouble ; and to apply the surplus of 
the rents (if any, after bearing the charges 
abovementioned) in the purchase of coals, 
to be equally distributed amongst the poor 
pien. 

At the time of the foundation, the 
weekly provision appointed for the poor 
men, amounting in the whole to only\£39* 
per annum, there was at that time a sur-' 
plus of £43. 9s^ 4^. per annum evidently 
intended to be divided, in some shape or 
other, between, or for the benefit of, the 
six poor men, subject to the expenses of 
the Trustees : and there is not a shack^w 
of ground to presume that the Founder de- 
signed the property left to this charitable 
institution, if it should be improved b^ 
yond the income at which he left it, should 
be applied to any other use than the sup- 
port of the six poor persons whom he had 
appointed to be maintained* 
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. And ifit shdiUdbeaigUfidtliat^t the 
time of making his i;jriU;he had noddea^crf 
the rapid increase which has since taken 
pjiftce in the yjalue <>f Jaod^: by > the <le|)reci- 
ition: of the ^ ^1 ue * of money ^H-jiekher v h 
tbco^e an jr ' ground to pres^mia thftt ^ie had 
imticipaied^, tiie in|>id inerease in* the ipdee 
of j*ovisiops and of every other artide; of 
ii&y nrhich ha» taken {ilacsa in t^is eiouiitry^ 
pxice;thEt period, firofii the saixieoa^se. So 
ihat there cannot be a . doubt tthat it was 
iiis» intention thabthe poor mWk shouidybi, ^

tkfmsii the funds which h6 left ^for tfeeir 
maintenance should be adequate, .v r nuil 

The fair mode, therefore, of comput- 
ing what ought now to be allowed to each 
of these poor men for his maintenance, is, 
to inquire into the relative value of money 
in this country, at the present day, to mo- 
ney in this country, at the time of the 
foundation ; and in proportion as money 
has been depreciated in value, relative to 
the ordinary articles of life, such as breads 
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meat, beer and other food/ their allowance 
ought to be increai^. : 

-> Tftts beingc done; — and it being, 
doubtleiss 4he intention of the founder that 
the objects of this Charity should be pro^ 
vided comfortably, but not extravagantly ^ 
*^if any surpliis should remain , (and I am 
perlsiiaited there would,) after an adequate 
increase of their alio wacioe foii m^^intenance, 
it is fair to presume that it would be the 
best peiferaiaiice of the design of the do^ 
fior, to^ extend the Charity to a greater 
number of perdons of the same description 
with those who were the objects of his 
bounty. r . .

Richard Snowdbn, Clerk, Minister 
of the Church of St. John in Stanford, by 
his willy dated on the 20th of May, and 
proved in the Consistory Court of the Lord 
Bishop of Lincoln on the 27th of December, 
1604, gave his lands, messuage, houses and 
tenements, after the decease of his wife, unto 
seven poor widows of three^score years of age, 
to be taken out of Stanford for ever, by the 
Alderman of Stanford Jbr the time being, to 
have seven-pence a week paid to them for 
ever, so long as the world endureth. 

The Alderman was then the chief ofii- 
cer of the Corporation of Stanford, as the 
Mayor is at present ; and the Mayor is now 
invested with all powers which were an- 
ciently in the Alderman by prescription or 
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charters ; and has, therefore, the patronage 
and management of this Hospital, exclu- 
sively of the other members of the corpo- 
ration. 

And there was a further donation to 
this Hospital by the will of Mrs. Mary 
Torkington, widow, dated the 10th of Ja- 
nuary, 1^?^, who gave and bequeathed to 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the Corpora- 
tion of Stanford, and to their successors for 
the time being, the sum of Ten Pounds, to 
be paid them within twelve months next, 
after her decease, by her Executor. — ^In 
Trust, nevertheless, and to the intent and 
purpose that they the said Mayor and 
Aldermen should, as soon as might be 
thereafter, put and place out the said sum 
of Ten Pounds at interest, upon good se- 
curity ; and the interest and proceed there- 
of, for ever, give, pay and dispose of, to and 
for the only use of the poor of St. John's 
Callisi situate and being in Scogate, in 
Btanford afore&aid, which she. willed should 
be paid them in equal sliares. 
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John Warrington, of Stanford, Gbnt.; 
by his will dated the 33rd of May, 1806, 
and proved the 6th of May, 1807, gave to 
the Trustees or Managers for the time be^ 
ingof Snowderfs Hospital or Almshous^e; 
in Scogate, in the parish of St. John, Stan-^ 
ford. Sixteen Pounds per annum, to be by 
them paid to eight poor widows, receiving 
the benefit of that Hospital or Almshouse; 
by half-* yearly payments, as the same shall 
be. received by them; subject nevertheless 
to any deductions which may be made by 
the Trustees for the time being of his will, 
by virtue of any powers ;to them therein 
xesierved. 

There are now eight aged women 
supported on this foundation, who have 
lodgings on the south side of Scogate, west- 
wardly from Truesdale's Hospital ; and the 
revenues for their support are derived from 
a messus^e in St. Mary's Street, and in 
-the parish of St. John, in Stanford, now 
divided into two messuages, and in the se- 
veral occupations of Mr; WilHata Dawson, 
• publican, and Mr. Charles Henry Wales, 
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printer^ and let together by the Mayor^ 
at the yearly rent of £26. clear, vhidi is 
considerably under their actual value^ but 
not unreasonably 80> on account of the 
ffCBJt expenoe incurred by the immediate 
tenant under the Mayor^ in recent and 
substantial repairs. Another messuage^ at 
the bottom of St. John's Street, in the same 
parish of St. John, at the comer there, 
leading towards the Sheep -pens, lately 
erected on the scite of a more ancient mes- 
suage, and now occupied by Mr. George 
Cotis, grocer, but let by lease for twenty- 
one years, from Lady-day, 1813, by the 
Mayor, to Mr. John Boyfield, carpenter, 
at £8. per annum, which is for short of 
ithe actual value, but not unreasonably so 
on account of the great expence incurred 
by the immediate tenant under the Mayor, 
in its erection, Another messuage, at the 
west end of the last-mentioned messuage, 
on the north side of a street or lane leading 
westward to the Sheep-pens, in the occu- 
pation of Roger Cawdwell, coachman, at 
the yearly rent of £7* 7** And several 
paicels of land, in the open fields of Stan-* 
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ford, containing by the reputed measure 
of the fields, nine acres, in the occupatioh 
of Mr. £dward Butt, draper, at the yearly 
rent ofi,'12.

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Mr. George Williamson havings 
when living, permitted certain poor persons 
to reside rent-free in a certain house divid- 
ed into several small houses, situate on the 
south side of the street leading to St. Peter's 
gate, in Stanford, in the united parish of 
All-Saints and St. teeter, in Stanford : and 
having by his will, dated the 9th of Dec;. 
1768, and proved in the Prerogative Court 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, on the 
28th of January, 1769, devised his mesr 
suages, warehouse and cellars, with their 
appertenances, in the White Meat-market, 
in Stanford, to his wife, Mrs. Sarah Wil- 
liamson, in fee ; subject to the payment of 
three several annuities of £4. to Thomas 
Piilford, £4. to Mary Price, and 40^. to 
Bridget Kinderley, for their lives respec- 
tively ; all which annuitants are dead : and 
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having giveh the messuage or tenetnent, 
then divided into several tenements, occu- 
pied by six poor widows, situate and being 
0<k St. Pdter's hill, in Stanford aforesaid, 
ifitU fehe^pertenances, then late the es- 
tate of Mr. Theophilus Buokworth, to hk 
wife in fee : Mrs. Sarah Williamson, sur- 
viving her husband, by bargain and sale, 
dated the 8th of August, 1770, and inroiled 
in Chancery on the 14th of September fol- 
lowing, vested those estates in Trustees, to 
the intent, that for ever thereafter, six poor 
widows should be permitted to occupy the 
houses on St. Peter's hill, and that tlie 
Trustees should, from time to time, sup- 
ply the places of such widows, in case of 
vacancy by death or otherwise, by the ad- 
mission of others out of the parishes of 
St. Michael, All-Saints, St. John, and:St. 
George, in Stanford. And as to the houses 
in the White Meat-maiket, the Trustees 
were directed out of the nents thereof, (after 
the annuities should be discharged,) to keep 
-tte houses occupied by the widows in re^ 
pair, and to apply the surplus for provid- 
ing fifty xhSaldrons of sea coaly earJy, to be 
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sold to the poor of Stanford in winter, at 
the summer price ; and to apply the sur- 
plus, if any, to the benefit of the poor 
widows, deducting ten shillings ye»rly> aa 
an allowance to themselves, at settling 
their accounts. 

James Hurst, of Stanford-Boroi^b^ 
Esq., who died in 1787* and was buried in 
St. Michael's Church there, on the 21st of 
June in that year, by his will bequeathed 
to this Charity the sum of Twenty-five 
Pounds, to which a sum was added in 1793> 
and therewith one hundred pounds four per 
cent, annuities purchased for the increase 
of the funds thereof. 

Mr. John Warringtony by his will, dated 
the 23rd of May, 1806, and proved in the 
Prerogative Court of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury on the 6th of May, 1807, 
left Fourteen Pounds per annum, secured 
^amongst otl^r charities, by one thousand 
-eight hundred pounds, four per cent, con- 
-solidated annuities, to be paid half-yearly, 
by his Trustees, Mr. Jeremiah Belgrave, 
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Alderman of Stanford ; Mr. Jonathan Mil- 
ler, of Market Deeping ; and Mr. Thomas 
Lowth, of Wittering, and their successors, 
to l)e chosen as therein mentioned, for 
ever. — ^Vide p. 201. 

The estate in the White Meat-market 
produced £S,3. 6s. per annum in the year 
1771, and ^27. per annum in the year 
1791^ from persons who were tenants at 
will : but was very improperly let by the 
Trustees, for sixty years, from Lady-day 
1797j to the Right Honorable Henry, 
then Earl of Exeter, who was afterwards 
created Marquis of Exeter, and is since 
deceased, at the yearly rent of £25. clear 
of the land-tax and of all other taxes, 
out-goings, and expences of repairs ; on 
condition that his Lordship should, within 
seven years from the commencement of his 
lease, lay out and expend the sum of one 
thousalid pounds in repairs and improve- 
ments upon the premisses; for the perform- 
ance of which engagement his Lordship^s 
bond was given, as a collateral security to 
the Trustees* The repairs and improve- 
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ateats were stipulated to \m VHndfi aii^r^n 
ing to a plaa to be made by the lat? Mr, 
J^^e, ao architect and surveyor^ l)he9

Jlebecca Chamberlin, widow, (the relict of 
Mr. William Chamberlin, of the borough 
of Stanford, draper,) who was buned at 
St. Michael's on the 12th of October, 1797^ 
Jiaving, (as above stated,) by her will, gtveo 
to the Mayor and Aldermen of Stanford^ 
jC200. to be applied to charitable uses ; and 
appointed one fourth part of the Income 
thereof to be paid to the poor women or 
inhabitants of St. John's Callis, by which 
name she designated Snowden's Hospital ;

It is much to be lamented, that the 
annual subscriptions of the Members of the 
the Borough, amounting to Five Guineas 
each, to this laudable foundation, have for 
many years been suspended ; for if the 
patronage of the borough of Helstone be 
worth c£l700. per annum, (and Mr. Swann, 
the Member for Penrhyn, a Gentleman well

EXTRACT from the REGISTRY of the PRERO* 
GATI VE COURT of CANTERBURY. 

In the last Will jof George Trigge, hite of Ketton, id the

Mrs. Walsham, of Peterborough, 
widow, by her will, dated January the 
loth, 1744, gave and bequeathed to the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the borough of 
Stanford, the sum of two hundred pounds : 
in trust that they should put it out at in-, 
terest and pay and dispose of such interest, 
yearly, on St. Thomas's day, amongst 
such poor persons of the parish of All- 
Saints and the parish of St. George, in 
the borough of Stanford aforesaid, as they 
should judge objects of the charity, and in 
such proportions as they should think pro^ 
per* 

This money, as I am informed, was 
invested by the Mayor and Aldermen in 
the purchase of a real estate, in the united

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parishes of All-Saints and St. Peter, in 
Stanford, consisting of the westwardly half 
of the messuage or tenement now used as 
a public house, and called the Old Saluta- 
tion, and situate on the north side of the 
street called St. Peter's Hill, near the bot- 
tom of that street, anciently called Gannoc: 
and two stables at the back of the said 
messuage, competent to the reception of 
twelve or fourteen horses, and a garden 
and yard ; all which together are worth 
<£18. per annum, and now occupied by 
Mr. William Freeman : and a messuagtf 
in the yard, west of the last, for which one 
Williams, an undertenant, pays £3. I6s^ 
per annum ; and another messuage in the 
yard, for which Thomas Grimes, aa un-^ 
dertenant, pays £4. per annum ; aad sui? 
other messuage in the same yard, for whicll 
Daniel Gilbert, an undertenant, pays^ c£4; 
per annum. The whole of this property 
was let together, by the Corporation of 
Stanford, to the late Mr. Alderman Hunt, 
6ne of the membera of that body, at eight 
pounds per annum, and now continues at 
that rent in the possession of his son, Mn 
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Robert Hunt, a Common Council-nian of 
that body ; being £3. l6s. per annum less 
than the three la&t-mentioned tenements 
are underlet for. And the part of the house 
in the possession of Freeman was taken 
down by the late Alderaian Hunt, along 
with a tenement on the east, which he 
then held under Browne's Hospital, and 
these wei:e rebuilt together as^ one house, 
to the gre^t prejudice of both charities^^ aK 
he had no right whatever to create the 
didieulty which must attend the separating 
of the two possessions from each other.

Mary, daughter and sole heir of 
William Ashton, of Tingry, in Bedford- 
shire, (by Mary, daughter and sole heir of 
Henry Ewer, of South Mimms, Hertford- 
shire, Esq.) widow, first of Sir John Buck, 
of Hamby Grange, in the county of Lin* 
coin, Bart, so created on the 22d of Dec, 
1660, and who died in 1668 ; and married 
secondly to Sir Edward Turnor, Knight, 
Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, who 
died on the 4th of March, 1675-6, gave 
sixtt/ pounds, of which she directed the 
interest to be distributed to the poor of 
the three parishes above mentioned, year- 
ly, for ever : and the Corporation of Stan- 
ford pay Jifteen shillings and six-pence per 
annum to each of those parishes, as the 
interest of this money.

Mr. Marshall, citizen and white 
baker, of London, gave ten pounds to this 
parish, the interest of which sum to be for 
the use of the poor of the same.

Mr. John Denham gave five pounds 
to the poor of this parish, the interest 
whereof was to be paid to them for ever. 

Mr. Robert Warner gave five pounds 
for the like use for ever. 

Mrs.Winifred Browne, the widow and 
executrix of John Browne, Esq. of this pa- 
rish, gave ten pounds, in like manner, for 
the use of the poor of this parish. She 
was also. a further benefactress, as appears 
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by the following document, now or late 
remaining amongst the archives of the 
church of All-Saiats : bttt the last dona- 
tion is expressly limited to Jreemen, and to 
the wives, sons, and daughters of freemen of 
the borough of Stanford^ haying inhabited for 
seven years in the parish of Ali-Saints and St. 
Peter^ or the precincts thereof.

CHiTftcH Estate- — Old Feoffment. 

There is an ancient charitable provi- 
sion, for the support of the church of this^ 
parish, the precise conimenceraent of which 
J have not been able to ascertain ; but a 
gardeti part of it, nine yards in length and 
seven yards in breadth, by the standard, 
appears to have been released, by Nicholas^ 
Grenham, clerk, in the 7th Hen. 5, (1419,) 
to Emma Salteby. And a messuage with 
the appertenances, other part of it, situate 
between Pekesall yard on the east, and the 
King^s hightioay on the west, — i. e. in the 
Street kadirig from the north side of St. 
• George's church, was granted by Richard 
GoMe^worth and Katherine his wife^ in the 
36thHert,6, (1458,) to JohnNele, of Staun- 
ford, and Jgnes his wife : and transferred in

the 7th Hen. 7, (1492,) by John Nele, to 
Alice Basham his daughter ^ and William Rad^* 
clijiffe, Gent, (the founder of the Free School 
in this town,) who, in the 1 3th Hen. 7f 
(1498,) transferred it to Nicholas Trygge, of 
Staunford, notary public : and he, the day 
following, granted it to Alice Basham, Wil^ 
Ram Radclyffe, Thomas Hickham, Richard 
Wermouth, Henry Wykys and Robert Grym^ 
ston, clerk, and their heirs. And in the 1st 
Hen. 8, (1509,) Philip Morgan, Gent, and 
Elene his wife, David Cecell, Gent.

John Richmond and Reginald Cobhe^ in 
the 34th Hen. 8, (1542,) granted to Richard 
$ysyll, Esq. John Hardgrave, lEiSq.B,nd Henry 
iacy, Gent, and their heirs, for ten pounds^ 
af messuage in Stanford, with a gardoi ad- 
jacent, and three other gardens there^ all in 
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the parish of St. Geof^ ; the description 
of which in the grant exactly. corresponds 
with the present possessions of this charity,, 
viz. 1. a messuage, described as situate be- 
tween the common street on the west, and 
the close of John Hardgrave, Esq. on the 
east, and abutting on the south on the 
lands of John Hardgrave, and on the north 
upon a cottage of the almshouse of Staun- 
fyd, which comprizes the three tenements 
now occupied by John Andrews, Samuel 
Dixon, and James Hambleton, and is 
bounded on the east and south by what 
was formerly called Pekesall yard, and af- 
terwards Hargrave's close, which close, now 
divided into gardens, has belonged to the 
Cecil family from the time of Sir William 
Cecil, the first liOrd Burghley : 2. one of 
the gardens is the scite of the messuage or 
tenement at present held by John Pearson,

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And ^oHn Brnmne^ (^W had b^en Churcfi- 
warden,) the thea srirviving fetoffees, eii- 
ieoffedJtfiHiam, LbrdRo^se, knd eleven other 
persons, of this estete, amon^t whomwer^ 
'John Balgity / qjM the Rector ahd the two 
Churchwardens : to the use of the Earl of 
Exeter^ the Lin^Bttrghley^ and John Browne, 
the feoffors, for their lives^ and afterwards 
of the newje&ffees and their heirs, for ever, 
/or the reparation of the parish church of St. 
George^ in Staunford aforesaid. 

And in the year 1658> John Balguy, 

the survivor of the feoffees who were ap* 

pointed in the 7th James 1, conveyed this 

trust estate to the use of himself for life,

and apply such rents, revenues, issues and 
profits, as should be raised therefrom, to 
ell such charges f concerning the churdt of Sfm 
George, as should from time to time be 
thought proper, by the greatest part of the 
iahabUants of the said parish.

The Conduit in St. Paul's St'REET. 

The earliest notice of this provision, 
for th? supply of the inhabitants of the 
parish of St. George with water, is in an 
old book of accounts of the parish, by 
which it appears, that the Conduit existed 
in the year 1638 ; and that several persons 
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in the parish had ^n^^ii^, by their botid^ 
fligned, sealed a4id attested, of ^ which the 
origijnalSi ferm part of thattbook, to pay on 
.JE34ter Moit^y,in that year, nine pounds 
three shillings and nine pence to Thomas 
.Norrts and Roliert Ball, the Condttit-*tna^ 
ters,. on acoQunt of the Conduit. And it 
^appears, £rom various entries in this old 
jbook^ andfrom various entries^in- the more 
onodern books of the ipartsh, that these 0»i* 
tibiiirmmterk and their successors, from time 
to timsi, to .the present day, have been ap- 
pointed by and acted under>-*«-4Uid faa^re re- 
ceived ihe rints^ of . the Conduit estate, hf the 
authority of, — and have accoui^ted for their 
conduct — to the Churchwardens and inhabit^' 
ants of St. George^v£stry as^mbled ; and 
not to any other person or persons whom* 
soever, by the name of feoffees or trustees 
or any other name whatsoever: though 
ihe persQns who have acted as trustees of 
the estates left to public, uses, in this 
parish, . have, for a long time, from thdr 
ignorance of the nature and ektent of the 
trusts reposed in the trustees under the did 
.Church Eeoffmwit, ertoftcously considet- 
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ed, and styled themselves to be trustees 
of the Conduit, and other estates left to 
charitable uses in the parish. The Con- 
duit-masters have been elected, from time 
to time, every successive year, to the 
present time, by the parishioners, at the 
yearly vestry in Easter week. And the 
estate of the Conduit now consists of — a 
messuage or tenement, in the parish of St. 
George, on the north side of St. Paul's 
street, in Stanford, in the occupation of 
Robert Hames, and the outbuildings and 
garden appertenant thereto, opposite to 
the Conduit, now in the same street, be- 
tween a messuage, part of the inheritance 
and endowment of Sidney Sussex College, 
in Cambridge, now in the occupation of 
Robert Laxton, under the Marquis of Ex- 
eter or his trustees, on the east, ^nd a mes- 
suage of Mr. Alderman Belgrave, in the 
occupation of Mrs. Frances Belgrave, wi- 
dow, on the west : and — of the ground on 
which the Conduit is now situate, and a 
small parcel of land behind the same, on 
the south side of the same street, also oc- 
cupied by Robert Hames, opposite to the

hoase of Robert Hames :' and— of ono 
acre of arable land in the open fields of 
Stanford, in the parish of St. George afore^ 
said, in the occupation of Robert Hames^ 
abutting south on the public road proceed- 
ing from east to west on the north side of 
the town, and, on the north, on the occu- 
pation road proceeding from east to west, 
at the top of the same land, which the 
occupation road separates from lands in 
the occupation of Thomas Pilkinton ; and 
bounded, on the east, by the old highway 
to Burne in Lincolnshire, and, on the 
west, by lands in the same field, occupied 
by Mrs. Greenwood ; at the top of which 
acre of land the building inclosing the

ing^ St. James, in the county of Lincoln^' 
to Morcote, in the county of Kutland, to 
be paid by them and their successors, Ibxf 
ever, to the persons in Vhom the said Con- 
dtiit, and Estates for the support thereof^ 
were then, and should for ever thereafter, 
be vested, for the time being, in lieu and 
compensatipn of the injury which was sus- 
tained by taking (fown the old Conduit^^ 
(a piece of very curiotiscitehitecture,} which 
•tood in the middle of St. Paul's street; 
and taking down a house belonging to tbk 
charify, then in the occupation of William 
Bagley, and erecting on the sdte thereof, 
the present Co^uit ; which is a monument 
of the bad taste of those '^ parishioners of 
the parish of St. George, and of those 
€omihis^ners of the road, who were con- 
cei^ned in that transaction ; as any man will 
admit,.wiK>:sees the fragment which is still 
in esdstence:6f the juacient structure.

file trasteM of this cfaarity received 
df John Davy, the ^100. Stock, and gave 
him proper discharges ibr it ; and, in the 
year I7d5, very discreetly and providently 
applied the money to the purchase of real 
property^ contiguous to their own parish ; 
than wdl worth the money they gave for 
k; and highly capable of improvement: 
And the members of the Corporation of 
Stanford^ themselves, (who l»re property, 
m their corponite right, adjoining to this,) 
<»n hardly be so little in harmony of opin- 
ion with others, as not to see what must 
be obvipiw to every one who is not blind, 
^^that this purchase, by the truiitees of 
Hardy's < charity, was a property advan- 
tegeously situated for supporting the in-^ 
teritioiis of the Founder.

Stan^d; fibr it could only ha^se residted

Is t^ing a retrospective view ofthecotir* 
tents of this work, before I submit it to the 
^ye of the public, I am desirous to recom«« 
maid to the Parents of Children in Stjinford, 
to join in a respectful, but firm statement, 
to the Master of St. John's College^ in Cam^ 
hridgey of the ample revenues provided for 
the support of Radcliffe's School ; the 
probability of a speedy and considerable 
increase in those revenues ; the inadequacy 
of the present course of Education in that 
School, to promote the ratk>nal improve^ 
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* ment in acquirements suited to the future 
prospects in life of a majority of those 
who are the true objects of the bounty of 
the Founder; and the necessity and duty 
of providing, on so liberal an establishment, 
education in English, Writing, Arithme- 
tic, Mathematics and other useful learning, 
as well as in the Latin and Greek Classics ; 
the latter of which are of far more limited 
utility to the greater part of t^e Children 
of the Inhabitants, than those to which their 
education is here proposed to be extended : 
and if any difficulty shall be found, as to 
the power of the Master of St. John's to 
mb^e efficient provisions and regulations 
forsuch a course of education in this School 
M is likely to be generally beneficial to th^ 
Youth of the present generation in the 
town; it will become an imperious duty 
upon the Inhabitants, who have Children, 
to make all the exertions in their power to 
obtain the aid of a Court of Equity, to- 
wards so laudable an improvement in the 
mana^ment of this establishment ; which 
has long been advancing towards a sine- 
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cure, in the patronage of the Mayor of 
Stanford. 

And I trust the justice of my obser- 
vation, (p. 49,) on the oppressive effect of 
adding the expence of bonds, as collateral 
securities from the tenants, for payment of 
the rents reserved, and performance of the 
covenants entered into, in the leases granted 
of the Estates of this Charity, (amounting 
to ^1. 9^* 6rf.) in addition to the expence 
of each lease, will not be called for again» 
by the repetition of the practice ; without 
a rigid and impartial use of the power of 
exacting such bonds can be shewn, for 
otherwise these bonds are mere instruments 
of oppression ; and ought not to be imposed 
bn any of the lessees : as it is a curious feet, 
that there is no part of the property belong- 
ing to this Charity, in a state so dilapidated 
as the buildings in St. Paul's street, oppo- 
site* to the Half-Moon Inn, held by the 
Marquis of Exeter, or his Trustees, un- 
der the School, : and sub-let to Robert

As to Wdk's School, or the Petty 
School, the revenues will now be equal to 
rendering much more essential assistance 
to the education of the younger part of the 
Children of Freemen, than they have ever 
before received from it, under the past mis- 
management of iti^ recourses ; and I hope 
the reform effected in that establishment, 
will be lastingly remeiiibered, in the town 
of Stanford, and afford an example to deter 
future offenders from confidence in impu* 
nity for public wrongs.
